ItAIL SHOOTING. 

In Pennsylvania and the Northern States, this bird is 
called the rail, in Virginia it is called the sora, and in South 
Carolina the coot. Its natural history has excited much at¬ 
tention and research, ana so far, with but qualified success 
Their disappearance is so sudden, and their ability to fly so 
limited, that many have supposed, that they winter in the 
mud like frogs; in fact, a gentleman in Virginia gravely 
says, that they actually change into frogs, and that he and 
his negroes know it to be so. The simple truth is, they do 
migrate to the South in the Fall, and return North in the 
Spring; facts go fully to establish this assertion. But few 
Winter in the United States, most of them migrating to the 
West Indies and to Mexico. It appears astonishing that a 
bird which rarely flies two hundred yards at once, and even I 
that ehort dis- ' 

tance with ap- ____ 

parent difficulty, 
could possibly 
make a voyage 
of so many hun¬ 
dred miles over 
sea; but our as¬ 
tonishment i g 
abated, when we 
consider that the 
bird can swim 
much better 
than fly, so that 
b y alternately 
flying and swim¬ 
ming, they are 
enabled to per¬ 
form these long 
iourneys. They 
have been fre¬ 
quently met with 
at sea between 
the Floridas and 
the United States 
and some have 
been taken after 
lighting on board 
of vessels. I am 
not so sure the 
rail of Pennsyl¬ 
vania is exactly 
the sora of Vir- 
S i n i a though 
Mr. Wilson savs 
It it the same 
bird; but some 
gentlemen with 
whom I have 
conversed, and 
who have teen 
both birds, seem 
to doubt it. The

is certainly different. I have seen many in the neighbor¬ 
hood of Carlisle, Pennsylvania, which certainly differ from 
our marsh rail; they are somewhat larger, and the males 
have a small prominence on the upper part of the bill, these 
I have never seen in our river marshes; those in Michigan, 
feed on the flats in the lakes on which the wild rice grows, 
and get extremely fM. The bird now under consideration] 
is nine inches long, and fourteen inches from the tip of one 
wing to the tip of the other. They breed in meadows, gen¬ 
erally in the vicinity of tide waters, and in marshes along 
rivers which are not overflown; their nests are built in a tus- 
tock, and have four or five eggs of a dirty white, with dark 
spots: the young run as soon as hatched, and like the par¬ 
ent, soon learn to conceal themselves; from their color, 
which is black, they look like ground mice when running 
through the gross and weeds. 

They begin to congregate in our marshes, towards the lat¬ 
ter end of August, where they remain until the weather gets 
cold. Mr. Wilton is not quite correct, in supposing, that 
they leave us on the flnt sharp frost; though it is true, they 
will not be seen the day succeeding a frosty night, for they 
go into the bushes and cover along shore, where I have 
Known them to remain until November, and have shot them 
on the tenth of that month. When they flnt arrive, they 
are very poor, and totally worthless, but in the course of a 


few weeks, by feeding on the seed of the reed, they become 
very fat. I have heard old sportsmen say, that they are 
rarely found so fat now as formerly; this I think very 
likely; and it is to be accounted for by the fact of the great 
increase of shooters, many of whom,not having a due regard 
for their reputation as sportsmen, shamefully commence 
slaughtering and harassing them before they are fit for 
any purpose whatever. It is also a singular fact, connected 
with th e history of this bird, that on one day, not a bird 
will be seen in the marsh, and on the following, they will 
abound. They have a short queaking cry, which they sel¬ 
dom use, unless some sudden noise is made in the marsh, 
such as is produced by throwing a stone, splashing an oar 
or discharging a gun, and this they will only do when the 
water is low and they are well covered by reeds. 

They certainly possess the faculty of concealing them¬ 
selves in a greater degree than any other bird we know of 
their color which much resembles the color of the reed when 
dead and rotting, greatly assists their own sagacity in this 
particular. When the water is high, thev conceal them¬

reet, and the bill will be the only part shown above the 
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water. If there be much shooting on the marsh, they will 
very soon make toward the shore, or to the tall and strong 
reeds where the shooter cannot follow. 


When wounded, they dive, and sometimes rather than be 
taken will hold to a reed until they are drowned, and at low 
water are sometimes found in that situation. Those that 
are wounded and cannot get to the shore, become prey to 
the catfish, and eel, both of which are abundant on the 
marshes in the rail season. Like the wood cock, they feel 
the influence of moonlight nights, and for the same reason 
are in better order during the increase of the moon than 
when the nights are dark. , 

Another singular fact in relation to these birds is, that 
they are subject to a kind of fits, either from fear, or anger, 
or perhaps both. Mr. Wilson mentions this fact as commu¬ 
nicated to him by our accomplished naturalist, Mr. Ord, 
and though the correctness of the story has been doubted 
by some who are sceptical, from ignorance; I am well ns 
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and began to kick and flutter at a wonderful rate. He 
naturally supposed the bird to be wounded, and when the 
boat was near enough picked it up; upon examination, how¬ 
ever, he found no marks about it, and as it was then ap¬ 
parently quite dead, he threw it into the locker of the boat 
among the other birds. He was, however, undeceived 
when he came to take the birds out of the boat, for he then 
found this bird perfectly recovered, and ready to make his 
escape; he took him home and kept him for some time, 
until, an opportunity offering, the bird got off. 

In Virginia, they have a singular method of killing the 
rail, or sora, as it is there called, and it is done, as I have 
been informed, somewhat in this manner. An iron grate is 
fixed on the end of a long pole, in which is placed a quan¬ 
tity of very combustible wood; this is set on fire, and the 
pole is then set into the canoe like a mast, the boatman is 
provided with a light paddle, and directs the boat into the 
reeds; the poor birds become astonished at the light and few 
attempt to fly, they are struck by the boatmen with his pad¬ 
dle, who so long as the tide is sufficiently high, is busily 
employed in this manner; more than two hundred birds 
have been killed by two or three boatmen, in the course of 
one night. 

In Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Delaware, und Maryland, 

they are killed 
more according 
to art, but with, 
perhaps no 
greater amuse¬ 
ment. A bat- 
tea u, or light 
boat, from fif¬ 
teen to eighteen 
feet long, is used 
for this purpose; 
the shooter is 
provided with a 
man to push the 
boat, which is 
done by stand¬ 
ing in the stem, 
and propelling 
her with a pole 
ten or twelve 
feet long, with a 
large knob on 
the end of it, to 
prevent it sink¬ 
ing too deep into 
the mud, and a 
spike driven into 
the end of the 
knob, to pre¬ 
vent it slipping. 
The sportsman 
stands forward 
in the boat, with 
bis left foot con¬ 
siderably advan¬ 
ced, in order to 
keep himself in 
a steady posi¬ 
tion; the boat is 
then pushed in 
the direction the 
shooter may 
think proper to 
direct, and the

before him, almost always at such a distance as to make 
their death certain; they will sometimes, even suffer the 
boat to run over them without flying. The sport seldom 
lasts more than four hours, for soon after the tide begins to 
ebb, from some cause, not easily explained, the bird will 
ESI 5 et u Pj, H is no uncommon thing, for one shooter to 
kill from fifty to eighty birds in a tide. By many persons 
they are considered as a great delicacy, and sell in Phila¬ 
delphia market, from fifty to seventy-five cents per dozen, 
and sometimes higher. 

They are very slow on the wing, and fly with their legs 
hanging down; a very slight wound is sufficient to kill them 
provided it be anywhere about the body; very fine shot is 
used for this purpose, and should not be a lower number 
than eight, though number nine is more commonly used.

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Man's Unselflfth Friend. 


There bu always beeu a great fun made over ‘’wan'i unselfish 
friend." the dog. But why rhe dog? Is there no other animal that can 
claim to he "inan'a unselfish friend; ' from the bcgiuuiug of the world 
till now ha- the dog had the monopoly of mau's companionship, and of 
displaying toward* him affectiou. and of doing for him faithful service? 
It ie certaiuly true that we have heard more of the dog and it* doing* 
than of the doing* of uuy other animal; but Is there not a reason for 
this? Is not the dot; found in closer relation to man than auy other an¬ 
imal. aod line not thereby hi- way*, hi** thought*, hi* action*, aud hi* 
morality become more kuown to man than the Inner life of other ani- 
ra*l*f 

The maaa of aueedolul evidence ia certaiuly In favor of the dog's su¬ 
perior At mot* for nrau's society, but there are two questions to be satis¬ 
factorily answered before the Impartial mind c*u admit that ita superi- 
ority I* established. In the first place. U it not (he tnaei, and not the 
value of the evidence, that bn* given the dog it* present elevation a* 
the most sentient of lower creatures, and has not this onus of evidence 
been accumulated by the more frequent and clo*er relationship of man 
and dog? Secondly, can it not be sbowu where other animals have been 
brought iuto Intimate aud daily constaut relationship with man that 
they nave exhibited au aptitude for acquiring knowledge aud a brillian¬ 
cy equal to that of the dog? 

That that second question is unanswerable except iu the affirmative 
I think is tolerable sure, for of late years the lovers of the lower crea¬ 
tures have *o Industriously examined luto their ways .and feelings (bat 
we have anecdotes of evory animal that Is brought into domestic con 
nectlon with ns. Not only has tbe Intelligence of the dog Iteeu estab¬ 
lished but the aptitude of other beasts, aud birds also, to display 
the Auer feelings, and for reasoning, have beeu fairly demonstrated. 
The ox. the as*, the cow. the goat, the pig (for we have all heard of, if 
uot seen, the learned pig at fair or side show), the mule, the elephant, 
the cat and the horse, to *ay nothing of those others that are less Ire 
quently brought intoclo«e luliiiiacy with mankind, have been shown 10 
possess both the teuder feelings of love, pity, couipassiou aud kiudiiuess, 
nut also tbe passions of hale and revenge and the power of discrimina 
tlou by reasoning. The Key'd J. O. Wood, in his thoughtful work 
"Man Hid Beast. Here aud Hereafter," has successfully compiled a 
series o. anecdotes that establish this in a very* satisfactory tuauner. 
Aud is there a man or a woman who can not call to mind at least oue 
incident that has presented Itself in the life of some one or other of the 
animal* about them that has showu out a power beyond mere iustlnct. 

If then there ia sufficient evidence to show that other aultuols 
beside* the dog have those faculties which are supposed to 
make him fitted for mail’s friendship, can It not be shown 
that the dog has baen given credit fora superior fitness, not by the pos¬ 
session of that fitness, but by the force of circumstance—not by tbe 
raftic of tbe evidence in his behalf, but by tbe cumulative force of the 
WWW* of anecdote. 

For every narrative concerning all the other auimala put together, 
could not two dog stories be told? And is uot this because dogs geuer 
ally are iu closer relationship with man than are the other animal*? 

Dogs have gained their position by tbe force of fashion and circum¬ 
stance*. aud are used as pets more than any other auimals because their 
size a d omuivorous character enable* them more readily to be petted 
and fed by man. But that they have any right to the position I cannot 
see. A pet elephant would be slightly out of tbe way iu a cottage, uud 
l * apetite would be inconvenient to auy but a millionaire; a cow is a 
cumbrous animal and would hardly be apropos in a lady’s I ip, and the 
litter her hay would make iu the bnudoir would not b® appropriate; 
though I have no doubt that the cow could he taught to feed upou oth¬ 
er things thau hay. A pig with all its intelligence is hardly a fit com¬ 
panion for mau.forthough well nigh omnivorous it is somewhat too like 
inan in its bestiality ana gluttouy. Sbeep are ofteu made pets of. aud 
have occasionally sbowu au aptitude for the highest honor- of petdoui. 
Cats we all know are wonderful pets and "no family should be without 
one.” 

But all these, together with tbe dog. ditfer from mao lu one strong 
particular they cau uot readily adopt themselves to all climates and afl 
weather*; the dog of tbe temperate pines away aud debilitates or dies 
In the torrid zoue; the dog of Kamchatka can uot even endure a sub 
tropical >iiinate much less exist lu equatorial regions. The dog is tbe 
most territorially extended of all the above ntcutioned animals but he 
ha* varieties of coat of form and of habits to make him udapted to tbe 
varieties of climate. 

Man. however, needs no such change in form or of integument: he 
I* the sameiu Nova Zembla as in New York, and the same iu New 
York as sailing along the line; he feels the change, perhaps, but he 
duet not change, and nntnru adapts him to the circumstances of heat 
and cold. 

Is there auy other auintal so fitted? 

Like the Irishman, I will answer one question by another: Is not the 
horse so fitted? 

The same horse Is found sconriugover the snow covered steppes of Si¬ 
beria as Is seen throwing dust behind him ill the avenues of Chicago; and 
the same horse that throws dust behind him on the avenue* of Chicago 
may be scattering the sand of the Sahara next mouth, or trotting a two- 
forty gait along the shores of tbe Victoria Xyanza. lie. like man. goes 
through no conuge* of appearouce. nor of iuteguraenl; he wears the 
same coat (a shade rougher perhaps) in Siberia a* ou the scorching 
plains of India or Australia; he will gallop for a man's life as fleetly in 
tbe one as in the other climate, if you will but give him the time you 
give yourself to become acclimatized. 

Upon this principle I claim that the horse and not (lie dog is fiit£d to 
be man's companion and frieud— uot lu tbe way of being roude a lap 
net of, but of being the faithful, uuswervlng. intelligent, reasoning 
frieud, and of being bis help and strength in the hour of trial aud ueed! 

Not only is be physically udapted to be. but Is. niau's companion in 
his direst exigencies; upon his strong back he bears man rapidly over 
distances of ground : with man he rushes Into the dreadful turmoil of 
battle and bravely and intelligently bears himself through all the crash 
and carnage ; and if it be that bis rider is swept from bis back by tbe 
hund of death, he returns alone to his duty and ranges himself under 
the standard when the bugle sounds the rally. What more does man 
himself do? When his companion is stricken down iu the 
beat of battle he leaves him and returns to ‘‘rally 
round the standard.” The horse Iudiau of the plains teaches 
his secood self more even than this; at the pressure of his 
knees his tntored steed move* iu accordance with tbe master's will and 
If necessary will crouch to tbe grouud to help him fallen to regain bis 
wonted seat and fly from danger aud death. NVhat more could a dog 
do? 

To show that the horse has all the qualities of the dog and even of 
man I will quote or give a few brief anecdotes. 

Mr. Wood in hi* work above mentioned, under the head of ‘‘Reason" 

g ives an anecdote of an old horse as related by a lady. "Wa have au old 
one Jock, a very wise beast, but cross-tempered. lie kuow* his work 
so well that tbe man who accompanies tbe cart does not need to lead or 
drive him, Jock prefering to do hie own work his own way. I have 
often seen him lake the cart to the spot intended, turn it rouud himself 
and wait for the load. When the cart is Oiled be takes it to the spot 
where It I* needed, and. after it i* unloaded, brings it back." 

In another instance he mentions a Welsh pony that was used ns a 
hack at a watering place, who, losing his shoe, went of his own accord 
to tbe smithy heariog bis rider upou his hack, to have it replaced. Then 
there is that well authenticated instance of the horse who worked the 
pump handle with hi* jaw* till the water tilled the trough from which he 
quenched his thirst. 

These are evldences'of reason in a horse a* stroug n* any that can be 
produced iu fkvnr of the dog. 

The memory of the dog is always upheld, but tbe following single 
anecdote of the exercise of memory by u horse Is a* good evidence in 
bis favor as a volume would be. "When 1 was a boy uiy 
rather bought a grey Galloway pony who was very vi¬ 
cious to all except myself. Some years after I 
left home; and when I returned to my father's bouse I fouud that 
Donald bad beeu sold, aod that all trace of him bad been lost for about 
seventeen veers. At that time, beiug resident iu a village In a neigh 
boring county.I saw au oid white pony In a cart aud. thinking It might 
be the same animal, I wnul up to him in the same wuy I used to do 
to Douatd lu boyhood aud said "Donald." lie immediately turned his 
bead to me. laid it on my shoulder, pawed the ground and showed the 
greatest affection." So much for memory; hut the concluding part illus¬ 
trates both memory and affec lon aud a desire to return to tbe old mas 
ter who hail understood him aud bis ugly temper. 'The driver of tbe 
cart came out of the shop and warned me to keep away from the h«>r*e 
or ho would bite me. I moved up the street, when Donald became 
restive, wrenched llie reios out of the lad’s bands and followed me up 
the street." 

Dogs are said to be. aud are. as funny fellows as men; but so arc 
horses. Tbe following anecdote illustrates the love of fun as shown by 
a practical joke, aod evinces Ingenuity. “Oue of our r-arriage horse*, 
i'barley, though by no meaus vicious, was a saucy creature. Wo had 
much difficulty In securing him, as he would slip or 
untie his halter, take down the bar (placed across tbe 
back of the individual stalls) aud open the stable door. One day the 
groom forgot tbe necessary precaution of locking the stable door. Out 
luto the yard walked Charley whore ho found the coachman'o little boy; 
he did not attempt to hurt the boy, but, seeing that he was frightened ; 


drove him Into ■ corner aod kept him there by shaking 
his head at him." I myself once owned a thoroughbred 
Australian horse: he was a buck jumper not from vlco, but because of 
his extreme tenderness of mouth. Most men are not as light beaded as 
1 sin. The first lime I mounted him bo burst a stroug double girth, 
and bucked me and the saddle into a rose bush considerably beyond bis 
nose. 1 ordered another girth to be put ou. wiped my scratched face, 
and remounted. He was as quiet as a lamb, aud never afterward backed 
wUhmr. He really was the gentlest creature imaginable. In eotulug 
home from my ride aud dismounting at our mess house, some distance 
from my own, I called for a piece of bread and gave It him. A few 
days afterward* I was tired and forgot his bread, and as tbe groom was 
not there, let In in stand with the bridle on his neck, whilat I aat down 
to drink a “brandy aod soda." lu a few moments he stepped luto the 
verandah aud ‘‘nosed” me. 1 remembered hi* bread, auu gave it lo 
him. lie munched it, and turniug rouud walked qulstly off. He went 
straight lO hl« atoll, at least 3U> yard* off, and ever afterwords was ill- 
lowed to do the same. 1 never want a more "uuseifish friend” than old 
"Red Rock.” 

Willi the Arabs the horse is the prized aud petted auimal. They 
know hi* value, and treat him as a member of the family, elevating his 
mind by routact with their owu lu Arabia tbe borne gives evidence of 
an intelligence more generally superior to that of horses elsewhere, aud 
even the moiigrel Araolau* that find their way to India, Bgypt aud else¬ 
where are pre-enilneut among horse kind for docility, courage, faith- 
fuluess and intelligence.

No. 5.—FOURTH MEETING. 1869. 

In I860 the motto of the Buffalo Park track, with regard to premium*, 
was still onward, and the total amount of $96,000 was offered. A great 
feature of tbe meetiu^ was the performance of the horse Henry, who 
made his fame duriug that week. His speed had uot beeu uoised 
ibfoM. Mtf, although the miu who brought him on from Ht. Louis was 
loquacious aud inclined to brag about the horse. It was a NUprlse to 
almost every one to witness tbe esse with which he captured his races. 
Iu the first oue. for horses that had never beaten 9:34. ho was driven 
out. wiuniug the ibrec heats In 9:97, 2:23*4, 9.96*4. and shutting out all 
but three of the eight horse* opposed lo him. On the second day ho 
won the9:40 class, and on tbe third day he woo the 2:.V» class, not trot 
ting faster thau 3:3M4t on either occasion. After those performances, 
ana it beiug evident that Henry had mneb more speed than he had 
yet exhibited, be was sold by bis owner, Mr. Bell, of St. Louie, for 
$90,000 to Mr. Wallace, of New York city. Many looked upon him at 
that time as the coming horse, but be has never been able to get a 
record below 9 /A) 1 *, although he has frequently traveled in tbe fastest 
company. The 9:99 class was won by Idol, J.J. Bradley taklug two 
heat*, and Kirkwood and Fanny Allen one heat each, and these four 
crossed the score at the finish of the fifth beat, with uo more thau the 
length of a neck separating tbe leader from the hindmost, 
Kirltwood being awarded the beat in 9:94, the fastest 
time of the race. After the race Idol was sold to Mr. U N. Smith. 
Kirkwood, to Mr. Carman. The grand event of the meeting wa* the 
purse of $10.iKi0, giveu this year to the free-to-all class. The starters 
were Goldsmith Maid, A inericau Girl aod George Palmer. The Maid 
won iu 9:10^4. 2:12)4, 9:1U 3 ^. and these were the fastest three consecu¬ 
tive heuts and the fastest three heats in tbe aggregate that bad ever 
been trotted up to this time. The last day of this meeting there was a 
race for horses that bad never beaten 9:96. for which U. W. Genet was 
a very strong favorite, but It was easily wou by Billy Barr, and it is 
thought to this day that Genet was drugged or dosed iu some way, a* he 
acted very sluggishly and was double-distanced iu tbe third heat. 

FIFTH MEETING, 1870. 

In 1870 the Buffalo Park Asssociation made another great advance iu 
tbe Aiuouut of their purses, offering #4t.000. aud this year, on the 10th 
day of August, tbe great race for the unparalleled sum, for such au 
eveut, of $$),000. given for the 2:90 class of horses, occurred. U was 
won by Harley In 2:97'i, 9:27. 9:99**; there was little else noteworthy 
at this meeting; (be free-for-all wu- won In slow time. 

SIXTH MEETING, 1871. 

The meeting of 1871 was remarkably brilliant, even for Buffalo, as It 
brought into promtueuce, for tbo first time, those trottiug w uder* 
Judge Fullerton aud Juy Gould, then called Judge Brigham, the first 
race was tbe 9:34 class; the first two heats was won 
by J. U. Burke iu 2:27)4. 2:99^; Judge Fullerton the 
uext three 2:98V. 2:29. 3:39)4. this race was intensely 
exciting, but was absolutely dwarfed in Interest bv the contest In 
the 2:40 class, on tbe last day of tbe week. For this event 
Judge Fullertou was a stroug favorite, with Judge Brigham second 
choice: the former wa* all right for racing that day. aud went steadily 
off iu the leud. while Brigham broke on the first turn, and came almost 
to a stand still, aud before be got to work was the rear horse of tbe 
party, ami Fullertou wa* fully twenty lengths lu advance of him; but 
Brigham finished hie mile at a rate of speed never before seen on a 
track, trotting, by private timing, the middle half in 1:06. and finishing 
ouly two length* behind Fullerton, Directly after this heat a standing 
offer of tbe owner of Brighum. A. <J. Green, to sell the horse for $30,000, 
was accepted by Jay Gould add George C. Hal), aud be changed bauds. 
Duriug this process it iraaepired, as had been suspected, that the race 
had been arrnuged for Fullerton to win, the driver of Brigham having 
beeu duly "fixed." This plan did not suit bis new owner*, who weut 
to the driver and told him he could go on with the race, provided he 
won (lie nexr three heats, but ns sure as he "dumped" one he would be 
unseated. The horse was carefully watched betweeu the heat* to pre¬ 
vent his beiug tampered with, and many thousand* will remember his 
subsequent splendid triumph, winning the deciding heal* In 2:22. 2:32)4, 
2:26)4.and taking the last heat out of the fire, after two bad break*. Thts 
race is oue of the most notable ever trotted on any track, and excited 
very wide spread interest. Tbe entire meeting in 1871 was exception¬ 
ally brilliant; Clara u. made her debut in ils first race, trotting In 
3:26 iu a nice for the three-minute class. On tbe third day there was a 
very notable contest betweeu Hotspur, owned by t enry N. Smith, and 
Myron Perry, owned by Commodore Vanderbilt, both owners being 
present, and the horses being regarded as representatives of the Brie 
and Central Roads respectively; aod on the lost day Goldsmith Maid 
won tbe free-for-all race in the fastest three consecutive heats on rec¬ 
ord— 9:1014, 2:19)4. 8:19. Altogether it wa* a magnificent week of rac¬ 
ing, for premiums aggregating $50.DU0. The attendance was enormous 
throughout. Tbe net profits of the Association at this meeting were 
$21,997 . 50 . 

SEVENTH MEETING, 1872. 

In 1872 the amount of purees offered was increased to $60,(XX). and 
there were no less thau four purses of $10,000 each. The first of these 
events for the 2:27 class, wa* won by Sleepy John, who had sold in tbe 
field throngbout, In three heats, in 2:25, 2:25,2:25)4. beatiug such 

ood oue* as Flora Belle, Georgo, Red Cloud, and the now famous 

ulu. On the second day Jay Gould made the fastest stallion record 
then put up, 2:21)4. In a third heat on the third day the mure Lady 
Muud. now so prominent, won the five year old race, taking the third 
heat In2:27)4. then the best five year old time. Kilburn Jim won the 
$10,000 purse for 9:30 horses, in three heats, on the same day. The 
fourth day wa* a blaze of glory. Tbe first event was for tbe 2:25 class 
for $10,000. and wa* wou by Judge Fullerton in three heats, in 2:95, 
8:34^. 3:29)4. The race was marked by sensational occurrences, Rosa¬ 
lind rupturing a blood vessel in her head while scoring for the first 
heat, and James 11. Burke falling dead near the three quarter pole in 
the same heat. But the free-for-all race for $10,000 on the same day, 
was the grand event of the meeting. Tbe starters were Goldsmith 
Maid, Lucy, American Girl, and Henry. The Maid was left out of the 
pools, so certain a winner was she considered, but thl* day the gallant 
mare met her Waterloo. She wo* suffering from a quarter crick, and 
her boon companion. Lucy, wae forced to do what the Muld could uot, 
beat American Girl. Every heat in the ru e wa* spleudldly contested ; 
four were trotted, Lucy taking the first in 2:18)4, and for the first time 
reducing her record below 3:90, as all knew she had long been able to 
do. With one heat scored to her credit, Lucy could afford to let Gold¬ 
smith Maid contest the next, and did so, hut American Girl was too 
mucb)for lb* little llambletoniau that day. aud took tbe second beat by 
a fraction of a length. In 3:17V. and for the first time Dexter’s great 
performance had beeu equalled. The enthusiasm was at fever neat, 
and immense amounts of money were staked. Lucy won the third 
heat by a nose over American Girl, In 2:19V. and the fourth heat and 
race iu 2:22 Iu this contest were seen the fastest first heat, the fastest 
three consecutive heats, the fastest four consecutive heats, and tbe fast 
cst mile ever trotted against other horses, and the equal of the fastest 
mile ever trotted under any circumstances, at that time; a series of 
brilliant achievement* The net profit* of this meeting was $■« 72tt.3B 
EIGHTH MEETING. 1879. 

In 1879 the Buffalo Park Aasociatlon reached high water mark In 
respect to premiums, offering $70,000. the largest sura ever glvun for 
any trottiug meeting in the world. Ou the first day Nettle and Mam 
brfno Gift wou good three-heat races. The excitement culminated on 
the second day lu the great $2n,(XX) purse, for horses that had nevur 
beaten 8:91, a race that will always live In the memory of those who 
witnessed it The contestants were Judge Fullerton. Camorn, Sensa¬ 
tion. Gloster and Jim Irvtog; the latter was distanced In tbe first heat. 
Fullertou was favorite before tbe start at $UX> to $>M) for the field. 
Camera won the first two heals In 8:20)4, 9:3114, bat was then pumped 


Breeding: the Trotter* 

While tbe perfecting the thoroughbred horse has occupied tbe at 
tention of souud judgment aud close observation for over two hnudred 
year*, tbe breeding of trotter* as a specialty is of recent date. In Ru*. 
sia. a century has elapsed since Count Grlotf commenced breeding 
them ou a systematic scale, and iu Lower Canada, umoug tbe descend¬ 
ants of the French, were a race of ponies which had preteuslou* to 
speed, at both the harness gaits, pacing aud trotting, sluce ita set¬ 
tlement. 

A quarter of a century, at the farthest, will mark the era In lb* 
United States when breeding studs for tbe purpose of procuring fast 
trotters, were established, aud the business conducted on tbe same plan 
as the breeders of race horses followed. Tweuty*flve years ago. al¬ 
though a few of the trotters were especially bred for the purpose, ilka 
Ethan Allen and George M. Patched, the great majority of the fastest 
were ’’chance horses,” accidentally fouud to possess trotting speed, 
aud mauy of them of doubtful pedigree. 

Less ihan twenty years ago Mr. McDonald, of Baltimore, a wealthy 
gentleman, paid eight thousaud dollars for Flora Temple, aud this was 
thought to be an extravagant price for a trottiug mare, if even she was 
conceded to be tbe fastest of her day. Nine year* ago Robert Bonner 
paid thirty-five thousand dollars for Dexter, a short time prior having 
given equally as Urge a sum for Pocahontas; aud these, and other pur¬ 
chases by geutlemeu, stimulated tbe exertions of breeders to such an 
extent that Urge breeding establishment-*, with a great deal uf capital 
engaged In them, were established all over the country. Wealthy men 
ana those who were actively eugaged in business entered iuto the pur¬ 
suit. a majority of them taking pleasure in tbe practical development 
of their Ideas, and also being a relief from the cares which engrossed 
them in their harassing duties. Others sought to make money from 
the investment of their whole time and means iu the production of 
trotters, aud a multitude of people expected to rear a Dexter. Lady 
Thorn, or Goldsmith Maid from using a slalliun of the like breeding, 
aud a favorite mare or two which they were sure was destiued to be the 
mother of some celebrity futed to bring them fame aud fortuue. And 
this class have been the most successful. 

The three above named, Lula, Smuggler, Lucy, Fullerton, Great 
Eastern, Grafton, Gloster, Ram*. Sum Purdy, Blackbird, Nerea, Little 
Fred, Occideut, aud a great mauy others of equal celebrity were the re¬ 
sult of breeding iu 11 “small" way, while our large establishments have 
only turned out a small proportion of tbe trotting cracks. Col. Dorrey, 
of Louisville, Ky., has beeu the most fortuuate of auy of tbe proprie¬ 
tors of big trottiug stud farms, as Mr. Goldsmith, though mainly re¬ 
stricting his selections to the gel of his Blallloit Volunteer, has pur¬ 
chased of the breeder the fastest horse be has brought out. Mr. Dor¬ 
sey Is the ouly oue of tbe large proprietors who has reared an animal 
that has made the mile within 2 :<J0; and this would appear 10 be a sound 
argument against the attempt to emulate the practices of tbe most suc¬ 
cessful breeders of race horses. Tbe Woodburn farm of Mr. Alexan¬ 
der. at Spring Station, Ky.. has furnished a great majority of the racing 
cracks for several years. Norfola, Asteroid. Preakueea. Harry Bassell, 
Joe Daniels, Hubbard, Monarchist, Tom Ochiltree, and the list could be 
extended with a score of others of high pretensions to equine fame, 
which were bred tbere. But there U a wide difference betweeu tbe two 
classes of horses. In a race horse a pedigree which runs through many 
generations, without mixture of other blood, Is imperatively demanded, 
aud necessarily tbe females to breed from are limited. Again, there 
are families of thoroughbreds which are superior to all others to pro¬ 
duce the fast and enduring raco horse, aud these are still more rare. To 
get in&res of this class the original proprietor of Woodburn spared 
neither expense nor trouble, and among his sixty mares a large pro¬ 
portion were of this highly esteemed class, and ou this oue farm were 
the choice of the stu I matrons of the whole Stile, which waa prover¬ 
bially the ’’race horse region" of the continent. To produce trotters, 
those which had only a portiou of high blood, aud some wuich bad none 
at all. were considered suitable, aud hence U would be impossible to 
monopolize them, or even to obtain the best, uo matter how arduous 
were the efforts of the individual to stock his stable regardless of tbe 
expense attending tbe purchase. There are a thousand mares iu the 
United States up to the usual average of those in the trotting studs of 
the country, to one that is adapted for the production of first-class race 
horses, aud this disparity explains why the breeding of one should be 
so much restricted wheu compared with the others. Although there 
has beeu a wonderful cutting down of the "time record" within the 
quarter of a century, which mark* Hie more intelligent system of breed¬ 
ing trotters, tbe production as yet fails far short of the ratio which the 
thoroughbred show, and many of the 1110*1 obsi-rvaut. who have knowu 
the old time celebrlt lee and those of the present day. ascribe the pro¬ 
gress made, more to a better system of training and other adjuncts, than 
of the improvement of the breed. 

Wsre Uoldsmltn Maid subjected lo the fame rough usage I^idy 
Suffolk met, had she to 1 rot on tbe same kind of tracks, aud haul the 
same vehicles, it is doubtful if she could equal the performances of 
the old, tbe first, queen of the track. 

In Lady Suffolk's time, William T. Porter, the editor of the old 
Spirit oj the Times , described a sulky which weighed ninety pounds, 
"as a fragile spider-web vehicle dangerous for a man to risK his life 
In," aud uow road wagons are constructed almost us light as the trot¬ 
ting sulky of forty years ago. 

There is a still greater variation iu the treatment. Thun the care was 
not better than tbe ordinary livery horse now meets, and many a Win 
ter night bM Lady Snffolk been "hitched” for hours under the shed of 
a road house ou "the Laue," while her owner was cosily ensconced in¬ 
doors , driu king hot whisky punches and making a night of It with 
kindred spirits. Even a short lime before a race look place she would 
be driven hard on tbe roads, und while steaming with perspiration al¬ 
lowed to staud with only a light hluuket Hirowu over her. Boots, 
rolls, weights were unknown, auu the shoeing wa*. a little thought of. 
as far as track horses were concerned. u« for the ordinary working ani¬ 
mal. 

Twelve seconds U a long gap betweeu 2:20 him] 2:14; yet who will say 
authoritatively, that the gruy mare, lu the bauds of the artists of the 
present day, would not have subtracted Dial small fraction of a minute 
from her record. When these things are duly considered, and also tbe 
far greater number of troiter* which are traiued, those who take the 
present rate of advance as hardly conunbn*urate with the present state 
of affairs, are not without some data for (lie statement. 

Atnoug the first to attempt the breed)ug of trotters on a largo scale 
was Mt January, of 8t. Louts, Missouri, lie bought the old time trot¬ 
ting stallion, St. Lawrence, a French or Canadian horse uf high char¬ 
acter as a trotter, and a large number of wbat then was considered 
first-class mares. Not oue fast trotter followed his effort*. H. A. 
Alexander, when he oontmenced hie breeding opera’lon* at Woodburn, 
united a trottiug stud with the thoroughbreds on that famous breedlug 
farm. He brought a horse, of nearly the same blood a* Flora Temple, 
Edwin Forest, and also Pilot, Jr., the sire of the famous John Morgan. 
Tbe nearest approach to first class trotters which was bred at Wood¬ 
burn was Pilot Temple, by Pilot. Jr., out of tbe reputed dam of Flora 
Temple, l^ueeu of the West, ami Tattler, both by toe same horse. At 
the commencement of his breeding experiments there were about 
tbe same number of trotting brood uiarea as thoroughbreds; and there 
cannot be a better exemplification of the uncertainty of breeding the 
trotters when compared with the others thau the records of this fa¬ 
mous Kentucky breeding farm. 

As a further illustration. James Wadsworth, of Chicago, IIP, a gen¬ 
tleman of wealth, and of shrewd business capacity, determined upon 
trying the venture. He bought the bast mare-* be could fiud, and In or¬ 
der that he should not be biased by favorlilmn in preferring a stallion 
of his owu, he *«m them to all the noted trotting sires In the country. 
He never succeeded lu rearing a horse which could trot In 8 30, aud at 
one time Mr. Wadsworth owned over three hundred horses, old and 
young, nine tenths of them of the approved trottloe families. 

In a list of thirty names of the largest breeders or trotters, not more 
than five cau be deemed to have been successful; Mr. Dorsey with Lu- 
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etlle Qolddual. Fleet? Zllcadt, tod a few others; Mr. Beckman, with 
prorpero. Dame Trot. Sister to Giselle, end other eolts, which brought 
him large price.: Mr. Goldamlth with Huntress nod her two sisters, 
tod General Withers and Dr. Herr, each of whom sold colts for lares 
prices, and mads mouse In their breeding operations. Iu California 
however, the breeders of trotters make a much better exhibit. Willi 
oolj • f'w m *t' B comparatively. success has repaid them for the out 
w . Mr. Sessions has Oakland Maid and California Maid to his credit.

Anotuer Vetkban Gon« Ilona.—Three Issues ago we told of Ihe 
death of the Balaklava hero Kaglan; below we record the death of 
soother Crimean war-horse, who died, strange to say. about the same 
time, lust a fortnight intervening. His history goes far to prove the 
polut of our correspondent Will o’ the Wisp's argument. \\ e repriut 
it in Uct as it appeared in Land and ll'afrr.-—Many of your readers will 
doubtless remember the old horse who was exhibited at the Alexandra 
Palace last year iu connection with the Balaklava /sfr, the property of 
Lieut. Colonel Kent, commanding the 77th regiment. I regret lo have 
to record his death, which took place on the 8lh ult., at the barracks, 
Cork where the 77th age now quartered. His gallant master, who uut- 
urally keenly feels his loss, having owned him for nearly twenty years, 
tells me he died of cancer, being apparently quite well up to W edtiea- 
day moruiug, when he fell down iu the stable, and could not get up 
again. Uis hltid quarters were quite paralysed, and he must have suf¬ 
fered fearful agouies before he died. The age of "The Arab"—I believe 
that was the only uame he went by—was twenty seveu years. He came 
Into Colouel Keot’s possession in 1848, on the death of Lolouel Stratton, 
who bought him in the Crimea from an officer of the 10th Hussars, and 
rode him regularly with another favorite horse—Manchester-all 
through the latter part of the war and the armistice. He was twice in 

India and twice in Ihis conutrv (Ireland), where be embarked with the 
regiment at Kingstown in 1857, and went out with tt round the Cape to 
Sydney, a distance of 15.0UO miles. He thence accompanied the regi¬ 
ment to Java, Singapore, and Calcutta, where he arrived In the height 
of the Indian mutiny, and has marched with the 77th along the Old 
Grand TrunklRood up to Peshawur and back again to Agra.

English Turf Notes. 

Our contemporary, the Sporting Gazette, has a very able and Incisive 
leading article on the evils of handicapping. Ita concluding paragraphs 
are much to the point. a 

I ‘ There are some people who consider that It conduces greatly to the 
welfare of the turf that from forty to one hundred thousand pounds can 
annually be aecured ou each of these leading handicaps, but on what 
ground they base their arguments it is beyond our Imagination to con¬ 
ceive. An owner who desires to win the Middle Park or Dewhurst 
j Plates, the Two Thou-aud Gulneaa, or either of the so-called classic 
race*, endeavors either to breed or purchase a colt of faultless shape 
aud lineage, embracing the purest ana soundest strains of blood; is a 
competitor probably for the most promising yearlings which are turned 
out annually at the numerous stud farms, thereby encouraging the na 
tional breeding of good horses; and moreover, avoiding undue exertion 
for his protegeee by training them for early spriug engagements, does 
his best to have them brought to the post In the highest state of perfec 
tion for these weight for age races. 

Such an owner, we fondly imagine, conduces to the welfare of our 
national sport; but to win a great handicap what is required! A com¬ 
mon lookiug animal, the worse its parentage the better suited for tbe 
object, found to possess latent merit, but started once or oftener at 
some meeting in a condition where It Is very unlikely to be seen In 
front, or ridden by a jockey who can be relied on to prevent ita doing 
so. Being thus prepared, the owner and all concerned bide their time 
till their day arrives, and the evening papers duly announce that pub¬ 
lic running has been once more upeet, and that both backers and book¬ 
makers have becu hit very hara by some wretched looking, misshapen 
devil, whose nextappearaoce in public Is between tbe shafts of a ban 
somtf cab. 

The Loudon Field In a leading article upon "Oneen’e Plates’* and re¬ 
viewing the transformation In tne system which doubled tbelr valne, 
but rendered them biennial, does not congratulate tbe country on any 
great improvement on tne horses running for them. Our contempor¬ 
ary bits upon the cause of this aa being tbe still Inconsiderable value of 
the royal bounties held forth for the encouragement of breadlug stayers. 
This conclusion is drawu from the fact that the only field of high class 
that contended for these prises was that which Charon defeated for 
tbe Newmarket prlxe, which was worth £300 Instead of 
£200 m the other premia were. The Idea advanced 
Is to still further consolidate, and. out of the £3.200 annually allowed 
for these plates, to give a few rich prises In various sporting centers; 
and to these rich sums It Is suggesukl that an additional stake should be 
added by a sweepstakes which would tend to keep oat screwa and 
platers from spoiling n choice field of meritorious animals. There ie no 
doubt hut that the plnn la admirable money Is far cheaper lo these 
days than when Uueen'a Platea were Instituted, and It Is hardly worth 
winding up a first-class stayer for £2uu though It would he for £40» or 
£800. The concluding paragraph of th« article la also emlnsutly

This might be called the "Portrait of a Homely Fellow." The cat¬ 
bird is certaiiy no beauty; there Is no occasion to describe him—this 
dark slaty-gray bird, with a black cap aud a rouge-cut, as if bo habitu¬ 
ally sat on mustard plasters which blistered him there. It is not easy 
to account for the vulgar prejudice against him. He comes of good 
stock, belonging to tbe aucleut and honorable family of the thrushes. 
(Turdidirf, which includes such a favorite as the robin, and such orna- 
msnt# as the wood-thrush and tbe beriuit-nay, the mockingbird is a 
first cousin of his. .The contempt he inspires cannot be entirely due to 
familiarity, for other members of our household band of birds, like the 
robin, swallow, and wreu, do uot come under the ban. If bis harsh, 
abrupt, and discordant note were the cause of his unpopularity, the 
croaking crow and chattering blackbird would share the same disgrace. 
Yet the fact remains, that the catbird is almost always regarded unfav¬ 
orably. not so much for what he does, perhaps, as for what he is or is 
not. To eyes polite he seems to be "off color," and be Is looked upon 
as ur» peu compromis by the best society. There must be a reason for 
this—the world Is too busy to invent reasons for things-aud there 
never yet was a popular verdict without root* iu some fact or principle. 

It is Instructive in this case ; the schoolboy despises a catbird as natur¬ 
ally as he stones a frog; and when a boy thinks a thing is mean, there 
Is no use of arguing about it. ^ , 

For myself. 1 think.lbe boys are right. Like many of the lower aul 
iuals boys are quick io detect certain qualities and apt to Iiku or dis¬ 
like unwittingly, yet with good reason. The matter with the catbird 
is that he Is thoroughly commonplace. There is a dead-level of blrd- 
Ufe.as there is of humanity, and mediocrity Is always despicable- 
hopeless and helpless, and never more so thuu when it indulge aspira¬ 
tions. Yet it wears well, aud is a useful thing- what would become of 
eminence, if there were no doll homely mediocrity for a foil! The cat¬ 
bird has certainly a good deal to contend against. His very name has 
a flippant sound, without agreeable suggestions. Uis voice Is vehe¬ 
ment without strength, unpleasantly explosive. Ills dress Is positively 
ridiculous-who could hope to rise In life wearing such olotbes—espe¬ 
cially with a red patch ou the seat of bis pantaloons! Add to all this 
the possession of some very plebeian tastes, take those which in another 
case render beer-gardens, and street-shows and circuses things poss¬ 
ible and you will readily see that a hero cannot be mode of a catbird. 

But to be commonplace is merely to strike tbe balance of a goodly 
number of positive qualities, no one of which is to he overlooked or 
despised. It Is like an algebraic process by which al! tbe terms of sn 
equation are brought to one side, which then equals zero. There is 
said to be a great aeal of bumun uatnre in mankind, ind I urn sure thsra 
ie as much bird nature In the feathered tribes. There is as much life 
In the kitchen as in the parlor—nothing but a flight of stairB Intervenes. 
We who happen to be parlor folks, know noue too much of what goes 
on below- much less I suspect, than the baeee-cour often learns of the 
talon and tbe boudoir. 1 sometimes fancy the catbird knows us much 
better than we do him. He is at least a civilized bird, if he does hang 
by the eyelids ou good society; If he Is deuied the front door, the area 
Isopeutohlm; he may peep in at the basement window, and see the 
way up the back stairs. His eyes and ears are open; his wits are sharp; 
what he knows he knows, and will tell If he chooses. His domesticity 
Is large; he likes us well enough to stay with us, yet he keeps hla eyo 
on os" Uis is the prose of dally life, with all its petty concerns, as read 
by the lower classes; the poetry we are left lo discover. Shall we Aud 

11 Explain hlin as we may, the catbird is inseparable from home and 
homely things; he reflects, as he Is reflected in. domestic life. Tbs 
associations, it Is true, arc of an humble sort; bqt they arc Just as 
strong as those that bind ns to the trusty robin, the social swallow, tbe 
delicious blue bird or the elegant oriole. Let It be the humble country 
home of toll, or the mansion of luxury where wealth Is lavished ou the 
garden—in either case the catbird claims the rights of squatter sovse- 
slgnty. Quick, there he is now, watch him! He flirts saucily across 
the well-worn path that leads to tbe well, and alps 
the water that collects lu the shallow depression 
of the flagstone. Down In the tangle of the moist dell where the 
spring-house stands, with Its cool, crisp atmosphere redoleut of buttery 

savor?where the trlckliug of tbe water Is perpetual, he I iters at ease, 

and from the heart of the green briar makes bold advances to the milk¬ 
maid who brings the brimming bowls. In the pasture tiuyoud he waits 
for the boy who comes whistling after the cows, aud follows him home 
by the blackberry road that lies along the zig-zag feiice.chnUeuglug the 
carelessly thrown stone he has learned lo dodge with ease, no Joins 
the berrying party fresh from school, soliciting a game of hide and 
•sek and laughs at the mishaps tlmt never fall when children rry the 
briar patch. Along the hedgerow lie glides with short, easy flights 
to gain the evergreen coppice that shades a corner of 
the Uwn, where he pauses to watch the old cardsner 
trimming the boxwood or rolling tbe gravel walk, or mnkiug tbe gar¬ 
den, and he wonders why some people will lake su much trouble. 
Still restless aud Inquisitive as ever, he makes for the well kuown 
arbor to see what may be going on there. What he discovers la cer¬ 
tainly none of bis business, nor of onrs; the rustic seat Is occupied; the 
old, old play Is In rehearsal, and at tbe sight of the blushing cheek# 
that respond to passionate words, the very rose* on the trellis kaug 
their beads. This spectacle tickles his ribald fancy; always ripe for 
mischief, be startles the loving pair with his quick, ahrHI cry, like a 
burlesque of the kiss Just glveu and taken, and enjoys the little con¬ 
sternation of the lovers. "It is only a catbird" they whisper reaesnr- 
Ingly—but there are times when the slightest Jar Is a rude shock 
pledges that hang In a trembling balance may never be redeemed. Tbs 
mimtui of a catbird may spoil a match. 

"Only a catbird," 

meanwhile remembers business of his own. and Is off straightway. 
The practical question of dlulng recurs. He means to dine suinptoua- 
ly, aud so. like the French philosopher, put himself heyoud the reaah 
of fate.

The rest Is aoou told-rather It would be could the 
crels of the Impenetrable dark green mass of t mi lax, whither the paw 
betake themselves, be revealed. The next we see of the bird, he is 
perched outbe topmost spray of yonder pear tree with quivering wlnga, 
brimful of song.

They will keep down the milk and yet 
will uot overtax the bitch. 2. Clamber is tbe name given to a breed of 
springer spaniels, bred by the Duke of Newcastle, and named after one 
of his couutry seats. They are tbe largest and most popular of 
the springers. Cocker la tbe general name glveu to the 
sporting spaniels of breeds smaller than the springers. There are 
several varieties of these differing in style and markings. Neither the 
opringers nor cockers are naturally water dogs, but there are other 
breeds specially adapted by nature for water retrieving, and heuce 
known ms water spauiels. The two chief varieties are the English and 
Irish, though the former is now nearly extinct. 

V. B. B., Beaver Palls, -t. I have recently purchased s Gordon pup 
thirteeen mouths old. very oeat in apfwarance. black and tan. no white. 
Ills tall is rsther long ana curled upwards, well feathered, except within 
fonr Inches of the root. Does this argue against the dog being full 
bred? 2. Would It be too late to dock bis tail at present aget 3. At 
what age should a pure Gordon feather between his toes, and to what 
extent should be leather at a year old?. An*.—1. The 
absence of feather at root of tail is a good rather than 
bad mark. A curled tall is very common in Gordon 
setters, and is one of tbe blemishes of tbe breed. 
2. Tbe tail can be docked without Injury If properly performed 
To do It tbe balr should bv turned back and a joint in the bone found 
and quickly severed by a cut of a stroug, sharp knife. Some persons 
use a chisel and mallet, but there is more danger of crushing tne bone 
and making a bad sore. If well docked tbe hair will cover tbe end of 
the tail so that tbe cut will not be noticeable. 3. Then* is no rale to 
determine tbe age when the toe tufts should appear, or their extent. All 
well footed setters have heavy toe tufts to protect tbe feet from injury. 

T. B. P.. Kalamazoo.—How shall I feed a yearling pup? Ans.—Give 
him bread and milk, and after a while oatmeal porridge. When old 
enough to eat solid food, give him ordinary table scraps, but only a 
very little meal till after he has parsed through distemper. Peed three 
times a day in small quantity till the pup is four months old, then re¬ 
duce to two meals. Be careful to give enough without overloading the 
system, as scanty food naturally produces slow growth. 

P. G., Bellville —I have lately been presented with a fine setter, fou 
years old, that has had the jerks for about two years. His limbs 
twitch when he is lying down, and some what when he is iu motion, 
but not euotigb to cause bliu to go lamu or affect his ability to work. 
Is there any way to cure this? Aus.—No, chorea when well confirmed 
Is incurable. 

1 H. K., Wickford.—Please settle a dispute by staling at what age a 
dog ceases to be useful for field work. Ans.—This depends entirely 
upon the individual constitution. We have seen very old dogs do good 
work, though they had lost their youthful speed and endurance. Prob- 
uhly ten years is the extreme age at wbicli average dogs can do bard work. 

HORSE. 

8. D., Cleveland, O.—! attended a race last Summer which was gov¬ 
erned by the Natioual rules. There were five starters; one of the driv¬ 
ers was under weight and started with about 10 lbs. of lead, tbe other 
drivers taking bis word for that being Mufflcieut body weight. The 
judges did uot weigh the drivers, there being no scales on the grouud, 
bat started them as they came to the stand. In the second best tbe 
driver with extra weight lost his lead iu the first rouud (half-mile track) 
and came in witboutit, being, according to bis owu statement, some 10 
lb«. short. Did this lose him tbe heat only, or the race? Ans.—The 
judges should have distanced the horse who did not bring home bis 
regular weight, unless they were convinced that tbe loss of weight was 
designed to favor a fraad. In that cuse the horse should be started 
again with full weight up. 

A. S. Cleveland, O.—Will you ulease, through the columns of your 
paper, tell me the remedy for ringbone on a horse, and theca'ase! 
Ans —Ringbone, like all other exostoces. is hereditary iu the majority 
of cases, but might be the result of any severe sprain or injury to the 
part that would cause inflammation and exudation which ossifies and 
forms the ringbone. Treatment: If taken in tbe incipient stage, when 
the inflammation is active, apply continual, cold, for several days, then 
blister with a mixture of binioaide of mercury ointment of the strength 
of one of the mercury to eight of lard, and cantbarldean ointment of 
oue of pulverized canlhnrides to four of lard ; mix the two ointments iu 
equal quantities: apply with friction, aud repeat if oece^sarv. It is some* 
times uecesary to Are and blister. In tiny case give absolute rest for 
six or eight weeks.

Kit oil Hint ism. 


BY ARNOLD BURGES. 

With the approach of Winter and its changing seasons, rheumatism 
is very likely to make its appearance iu the kennel; in fact, it Is one of 
the most common disorders. It is only natural that sn animal, con- 
atanlly exposed to wet and cold, as the dog I*. should feel thetr effects, 
even if these are not aggravated by the carelessness or uilvtakeU kind¬ 
ness of the master. The dogs most liable to such attacks, are those 
which are allowed to lie round the Are. or Iu healed rooms during fne 
day. and at ulght are put into their kennel*, to shiver for hour* with 
the change of temperature. If the kennels are damp or III made, admit¬ 
ting coUldrofts. tne chances of rheumatism are greatly increased, and 
continued use of such lodgings is almost certain to biiug on disease 
with even the strongest constitutions. Fortunately, ordinary cases 
yield readily to treatment; still,'‘an ounce of prevention Is worths 
pound of cure.” here us elsewhere. The best preventive is fouud iu 
properly constructed kennels. These so old be close sided, with double 
or well battened walls, and a tight floor so sloped that perfect drainage 
is secured. The bunk should be raised several inches from (he floor, 
and If so arranged that it does not touch the outer walls It will be all 
the more comfortable. A good supply of clean rye straw completes the 
luternnl fixtures. The building should be set up oo posts, elevating U 
a foot from the grouud. and the sides banked up all rouud so that the 
air cannot druw under. Such a keuuel can be built at a trifling cost, 
and will well repay the keeper of ouly one dog. 

Next in importance comes the care of the dugs themselves. After a 
hard day's work or exposure to wet. they should be thoroughly rubbed 
down with a coarse cloth and fed before kenneled. A few luoineute 
good grooming wilt dry the coat, and the stimulating Influence of the 
rood will aid the system to resist cold. This is far better than allowiug 
the dogs to dry themselves by the Are. as the subsequent ebauge is 
avoided. 

With the best care and utmost precaution, rheumatism will some 
times invade the keuuel. It appears in one of th ce forms, the general 
and worst being rheumatic fever. This is manifested by considerable 
low fever, full but not very quick pulse, shivering, and dull spirits, 
with a desire to retire Into a warm dark corner. If touched the sensi¬ 
tiveness of the system induces a cry of pain and desire to snap at the 
intruder. Constipation and scanty, high colored urine are sisfre¬ 
quently exhibited. Stonehenge prescribes for the treatment a thor¬ 
ough ' opening Of the bowels, and afterwards a pill twice 
a day composed of calomel and purlded opium each one 
grain, powdered root of colchlcum two grains, and syrup 
enough to make a pill. These are the proportious for a dog of 
average size, nud should be reduced for smaller oucs. A hot bath will 
generally be found beuefldal, but the skin must be perfectly dried after 
it, nud a liutmeul of spirit of turpeutiue liquor smoma au<l laudanum 
in equal parts rubbed in 

Kennel lameness or chest founder is uuoilicr form of rheumatism, 
which shows itself in a soreness of the muscles of the chest and shoul¬ 
ders. especially noticeable wheu the dog gallops on descending ground 
or jumps over or from auythlng. The treatment should be generally 
the same as in ordinary rheumatism, with the exception of the pills— 
in place of tnese give idodlde of potassium three grains and liquid ex¬ 
tract of sasaparifla one drachm in a little water twice a day. Use the 
hot bath and liniment. 

The third form of rheumatism is manifested In a dragging of the 
hind quarters with lack of power through the loins. Thiele caused by 
the same influences as the other types, aud is treated in the same way 

Iu all coses of rheumatism the diet should be light and composed in 
great measure of vegetables, as strong animal food tends to au increase 
of the trouble. It la also necessary that the treatment be regularly and 
systematically administered, as neglect is repaid by a rapid loss of what¬ 
ever Improvement may already have been gaiued. 


Setter vs. Pointer. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Nov. 25, 1876. 

Editor Cuicaoo Fixld:— It is more instructive than amusing to fol¬ 
low the controversies in any one of our excellent weeklies devoted to 
sportsmenllkc pursuits, where the respective merits and faults of favor¬ 
ite races of dogs are so hotly discussed. *'Love master, love dog." is 
an old adage, none the less verified by (he former standing up stoutly In 
defeuse of his favorite, whether setter or pointer. The quarrel would, 
Iu view of so many vnryiug personal dispositions, be an eovlHsu oue, 
aud certainly offering us mauy foci as there are dogs of these two prom¬ 
inent breeds, owned by os many different masters Nothing but setter, 
setter is the cry of the one, who has bunted with it from the lime when 
he experienced his first tremor iu front of a bevy of quail, known to 
him only by the rigid attitude of his canine long-haired companion. 
Habit is our second nature and grows, even in this case, so strung upon 
us that, though fully coguizaut of the merits of other breeds, we are 
still swayed by the deep rooted and the Arm bias In favor of our choice 
of long standing. We persistently cling to It, Insisting with our last 
breath that, though your dog is above reproach, he yet lacks the unde 
finable finish iu all of Its actions, which the race only, whose cause I 
have espoused, boasts of. 

There i- no question (hot the setter within these last ten years haa 
supplanted largely the once universal pointer. No matter how excel¬ 
lent any progeny of the latter may prove.no matter how well Indorsed Its 
qualities, but few sportsmen north of Ma«on and Dixon § line could be 
induced to purchase and perpetuate the stock. Whenever wc see a 
marked effect, there is also a corresponding cause or causes, and this 
applies as well in the simple problem of personal fancy as in the tracing 
or scientific phenomena. 

It would he a profitless and weary task to prove the precise superiority 
of the sense of smell which one race may possess above the other The 
power to detect feathery game is so evenly matched in both races, that 
there can be no accurate distinction drawn. And since the nose of the 
dog is the only orgau. on accouut of which we prize him so highly, 
without particular reference to his other points, intellectually or bodily, 
opluion# pro or contra must ever oscllate iu faint vibrations, and leave 
the real issue still unrie 1 erinioed. 

There are, however, some other considerations weighing heavily In 
the scale of balance for the setter, which accouut for nls preferment. 
Although the pointer a- an animal of a cultured race ranks high, he 
does not recomineud himself by beauty of external form to our testhetic 
sense of perfection a* much as the long, silky haired and compactly built 
setter. While one may be looked upon a* a sort of modified bound, 
the other gives us the enlarged type of the pet of the sportsmeo. the 
land spaniel, with all of his attractions preserved if not doubled by the 
enlarged profile of the symmetrical outlines of body, which distinguish 
our curly-halrefi little favorite. Since the setter In numerous Instances 
does not become the forced habitue of the solitary »ud cheerless pen. 
but ha* the honorable prerogative of a comfortable corner of the fire 
side, which looks so mush more cheerful to hi* partial master, he b«- 
c -me* thus an actual household ornament, much more so than the many 
badly executed plaster Imitations of statues, etc., which secure, after 
all. appreciation only by perfection of outBne.whlch Is never so perfect 
ss Is the living, handsome form in the gracefully reclining posture be 
fore the cheery warmth of the stove of our cosy slttlug room. 

The northern portion** of the Uniou. although In low geographical 
parallel* In comparison with those of western Europe are by climate on 
the edge of the cold temperate zone. Each climatic belt basils own 
fauna; but few animals have the power to adapt themselves to a 
widened range, and the dog. though pre eminently fitted to become an 
inhabitant of both polar and tropical zones, yet snows within its own 
family so many various race* which sro peculiar only to certain belts 
slid deteriorate or perish in other*. The Esquimaux. Newfoundland, 
and finally the setter dog himself are strictly speaking, Inhabitants of 
colder latitude* If removed to a milder climate, their adaptation be¬ 
comes a «l t tttr it it problem, ending iu the extinction of the former and 
the deterioration of the latter. Th« setter loses his glossy coat of long 
hair In mil I climates, becomes lean and mangy, fails to perpetuate his 
race, and Anally relapses Into a condition similar to that of his northern 
master, who languishes where every bracing stimulus to warm bis 
energies Is wanting. Th* pointer, however, thrives better; bln coat of 
smooth, short hair causes no discomfort where extreme cold Is un¬ 
known. aud be adapts him-elf with great ease to a warm 
climate Perfect adaptation conditions a more perfect animal, and the 
dog HMUvMOMfl to a northern climate, sn well protected by his warm 
fl *ecy cost, hr comes there a far more comfortable companion than lh« 
other, who at any marked change of late autumn temperature fyora 


higher to lower, shrinks shivering Into the warmest corner of his ken¬ 
nel, oi the hottest place Dear the glowing hearth. Our dogs mast be 
masters of all trades of hunte-craft; not only are they required 
to hunt over dry stubble, prairie and briar uuder 
growth, but, If really valuable, are expected at auy 
time to plunge into the icy waters of stream or poud to retrieve the 
duck, or other water fowl, wc may eiicouuier Iu a day's huut in 
many sections of the northwestern portion of our continent. My own 
experience recalls mauy episodes of rather uncomfortable feeling, 
wheu thinking i«f the ill adapted short haired dog at my side shivering 
from his exposure to cold and wet, aud rather dwell* with pleasure 
upon the recollections of the long haired companion of let»:r dale, 
who uot only experienced no suffering, but seemed actually to lux¬ 
uriate in the bracing ssusatloo of a chilling hath We would hardly 
care for a human companion, to whom the fatigue and exposure of a 
rough day's hunt are insupportable; his possible fate of taking cold or 
feeling continually out of sorts would lessen our own pleasure of the 
sport, and we naturally extend the same feelings to our four footed at¬ 
tendant. whose comfort Is iu a great measure our comfort as well. 

There cau be no doubt, that these natural tendencies have beeu 
strengthened by the rage of fashion, of which your Louisville corres¬ 
pondent so bitterly complains. But few painters are imported from 
abroad, tbs setter is In universal demand. This demand however is of 
too long ttUndlng tube ranked merely among the whims for novel¬ 
ties; it has Us source lu positive need, and other breeds secondary in 
practical value must g<* to (he wall. It applies pre eminently to the 
colder portions of the Uuioii. and does uot obtain In as marked decree 
where cllmath- conditions vary. This Is the case lu the belt from Ken¬ 
tucky and southward, where rather hot Falls and mild Winters are the 
rule. The setter Is there as much out of his proper element as the Virginia 
partridge in Us extreme southern habitat, whore the Height tints o. its 
tcrtiarlee become dull, and the bird grows Into lack and lean propor¬ 
tions a* compared with Us plump northern congener. It is asserted that 
the poluter dug will endure hetter the fatigue of a day's bunt iu but 
weather, even if the supply of water, wnich the setter imperatively 
needs, be scanty. The thousand and one briars, which mat up the long 
coat of one. glide off harmlessly oil the short smooth coat of the other, 
and since he proves otherwise easy to break aud becomes fond of hunt¬ 
ing and his master, we cannot wonder at the latter coming forward 
stoutly in defeuse of bis maligned and rather indifferently treated 
friend*. 1 am inclined, however, to think of finding tuorc of these pref¬ 
erences wheu the kindly warmiug rays of the sun are uot as few as in 
the chilly North during the largest part of the hunting season.

Canine Sagacity. 

The following occured at a fashionable watering place on the 
coast of Ireland some twenty years ago aud exhibits the remark 
able sagacity displayed by a dog iu carrying out the dictates 
of the aii lin il passion for revenge. The Jetty which stretched aloug 
the small harbor wi* at that time used as a’ promenade by the elite 
among the sojourners on the coast, where, after the heat of the loug 
Summer days, they regaled themselves with the fresh evening breezes 
wafted iu from the sea Amoug the frequenters of this fasbiouable 
resort was a gentleman of some positiou, who was the owner of a floe 
Newfoundland dog, which inherited the tiine-houored possess! one of 
that uoble breed -very great power and facility in swimming: aud. at 
the period of tlie evening when the Jetty was most crowded with pro- 
meuaders. his master delighted to put this animal through a series of 
aquatic performance* fot the entertainment of the assembled specta 
tors. Amusement being at a premium on the coast, these nightly per¬ 
formances grew Into something like sn "institution,” and the brave 
••Captain”—for such wa* bis name-speedily became a universal fa¬ 
vorite un the jetty. Il happened, however, that among the dew arri¬ 
vals on the coast there came a certain major In Her Majesty's army, ac 
compauied by two bull-dog* of unusual size and streuth, and of great 
value: but. value iu a hull-dog being Inversely proportionate to Its 
beauty, the appearance of the Major aud his dogs excited no very en¬ 
thusiastic p ensure among the (esthetic strollers ou the jetty. On the 
first night on which (he Major presented himself, nothing unusual oc¬ 
curred; aud Captala dived and swam as before. But on (he second 
evening the brave old favorite was walkiog quietly behind his master 
down the Jetty, when, as they were passing by the Major aud his dogs, 
one of these ugly brutes (lew at Captain, and caught him by the neck 
in such a way as to reuder his great size utterly useless for his defeuse. 
A violent struggle ensued, but the bull-dog came off the victor, for be 
stuck to his foe like a leech, and could only he forced to release his 
hold bv the insertion of a bar of iron between his teeth. The indigua 
tion of the by-standers against the Major was. of course, very great; 
and its fervor was not a Utile increased wheu They saw the poor Cap 
tain wending his way homeward, bleeding, and hearing all the marks 
of defeat. Some two or three evenings after this occurrence, wnen 
Captain agaiu made hi* appearance on the jetty, he looked quite crest¬ 
fallen, bore bis tall between his legs, and stock closely to the heels of 
his master. That evening passed away ciuietlv. and the next, and the 
next, and so on for about a week -Captain still bearing the aspect of 
mourning. But one evening about eight or ten days after the above 
encoanter. as the Major was marching In his usual potnpolN manner 
along the jetty, accompalned by bis dogs, something attracted his at¬ 
tention in the water, and. walking to the very edge of the Jetty, he 
stood for a moment looking down Into the sea. Scarcely had the two 
bull-dogs taken up their stand beside their master when Captain, seiz¬ 
ing the opportunity for which he had so long looked, rushed at hi* 
former conqueor, and. catching him by the back of the neck, jumped 
off the Jetty, with his foe in his mouth, down some twenty feet or more 
Into the sea. Once iu the water, the power of his enemy was crippled, 
while Captain was altogether In hi* own element; and. easily overcom¬ 
ing all efforts at resistance, he succeeded In resolutely keeping the 
bull dog's head under water. The excitement on the shore was. of 
course, intense. The Major shouted, and called out: ”My dogt my 
beautiful dog! Will no one save him)” But no one seemed at all In¬ 
clined to Interfere, or to risk his life for the ugly dog. At length the 
Major called oat; “I'll give fifty pounds to >ny one who will save iny 
dog;” aud soon afterward a boat which lay at some little distance 
pulled up to the rescue. Even then, however. It was only by strlkiug 
Captain on the head with the oars that he could be forced to release 
his victim, which was taken into the boat quite senseless from exhaua 
Uon aud suffocation, and was with difficulty brought to itself again. 
Captain, on the other baud, swam iu triumph to the shore, amid the 
plaudits of the spec store, who shared. In sympathy at least, his well- 
earned honors of revenge. 

More remarkable than the sagacity In carry lug oat the desire for re 
venge. displayed by the Newfoundland dog in the above case. Is that 
which the following narrative illustrates: A gentleman of wealth and 
position In London had. some years ago. a country bouse and farm 
about sixty tulles from the metropolis. At this country residence he 
kept a nnin'*er of d»ga.and among tnera a very large mastiff and a Scotch 
terrier; and. at the close of one or his Summer residoucen lu the coun¬ 
try, he resolved to bring this terrier with him to Loudon for the Winter 
season. There being no railway to that particular part of the country, 
the dog traveled with the servants iu a post-carriage, and on bis ar¬ 
rival at the town-house was brought out to the stable, where a large 
Newfoundland dog was kept as a watch-dog. This latter Individual 
looked with anything bat pleasure on the arrival of the little Intruder 
from the country; and consequently ibe Scotch terrier had not been 
very lone in his new home when this canine master of the stable at¬ 
tacked him. and. in the language or human beings, gavo him n sound 
thrashing The little animal could, of course, never hope by himself 
to chastise his host for this inhospitable welcome, but be determined 
that by some agency chastisement should come. Accordingly, ho lay 
very quiet that night in a remote corner of the stable, but when room 
log had fully shone forth he was nowhere to be found. Search was 
made for him. as the phrase says, high and low. but without success; 
and the conclusion reluctantly arrived at was. that he had been stolen. 
On the third morning after his disappearance, however, he again 
showed himself in London, hut this time oot alone; for. to the amaze¬ 
ment of every one. he entered the stable attended by the big mastiff 
from Kent. This great brute had no sooner arrived than he flew at the 
Newfoundland dog, who had so badly treated his little terrier friend, 
and a severe contest ensued, which the little terrier himself, seated 
at a short distance, viewed with the utmost dignity and 
satisfaction. The re-alt of the battle was, that the mastiff came off the 
conqueror, and gave his opponent a tremendous beating. Whon he had 
quite satisfied himself as to the result, this great avenger from Kent 
scarcely waited to receive the recognition of hl« master, who had been 
soot for Immediately oo the dog s arrival, but at once marched out of 
the stable, to the door of which the little terrier accompanied him. and 
waa seen no more Some few days afterward, however, the gentleman 
received a letter from his steward In the country. Informing him of the 
sudden appearance of the terrier there, and his as sudden disappearance 
along with the large mastiff; and stating that the latter had remained 
away three or four day*, during which they had searched In vain for 
him. but had Just then returned home again. It then, of Mina became 
quite clear that the little dog. finding himself unable to punish the town 
bully, had thought of tits big brother In the country, had travelled over 
the sixty miles which separated them. In order to gain his assistance, 
and had recounted to him his grievance: it was plain, also, that the mas 
tiff had consented to come and sveuge hi* old friend, had traveled 
with him to London, and. having fulfilled his promise, had returned 
home, leaving the little fellow free from annoyance In the future.-

Johnny Bob’* Dogs; or, The Might of Southern Ken¬ 
nels.

It wan sadly true, eleven years ago, when the “boys in gray” laiq 
down the sabre for the scythe, end turned their faces homeward where 
anxious hearts awaited their adveut upon the threshold of wrecked 
homes and 11 res Id os that they took but little heed of the “Dons” aud 
“Sank*" which they Usd left behind them; yet waiting, too, to lick a 
master'* baud that had oot laid its fond caress upon their heavy heads 
for four loug years, aud to revive the wouted love and affection which 
welds ibe link of friendship between uiau and dog. 

It was theu but a natural consequence, that after such a period of 
abseuce of that power and will that had controlled their actious, he 
stowed attention, and grauted rewards for deeds of service aud 
obedH'Uce. that the slrea of our uoble strain* should have fallen Into 
disuse, lethargy and disgrace, aud our petted dams debased by strag¬ 
gling curs and coon dogs; hence upon the open trail of Mars, It is no 
task to find bastards of oncu noted families, and within the space of his 
first stride. U Is safe to fix the epoch of the decline of the aportiug dog 
of the South. 

Il Is a sad thing to contemplate the demoralization which the wur 
entailed upou our kennels, and to recall the anxious look of there- 
turned soldier, as he whistled aud called for Echo or Nellie and the 
dusky hand that pointed to the bone-yard, or, what la worse, to the 
quarter-street, aud the voice saying, “Yon* she, aah, uuder Uuc. 
Ephraim’s house. She been done took up wld him. bah, dese two 
years gone.” 

There were some few exceptions where the hand of the soldier's wife 
or “The girl he left behind him.” spared uot the daiuty scraps, aud 
watched with Jealous care over a charge scarcely less dear than tbem*- 
•elves, while the oldest boy or some laithful old servant and half Nim¬ 
rod of tin* palmy days, checked the intrusion of offensive curs, and thus 
through the trylug ordeal were brought a few “Kates’’ and “Floras,” 
“Flirts” and "Hoses,” who-e untainted purity and unquestiouablu 
virtue warranted their owners iu perpetuating their kind long after the 
shroud like smoke of battle lifted from the happy hunting grounds of a 
once cotnuiou brotherhood. 

To such precious remnants we must uow turn, and upou them rely 
for the regeneration of our blighted kennels, and the restoration of our 
ouce pampered stratus, aud with proper care and attention we w'll have 
in our comlug dogs what their progenitors were—the peers of the bluu 
bloods of England. 

From this now boasted scarce of clean blood our stock no doubt 
bad ita origin, but theu from climatic Influence, or perhaps some other 
agency, our Southern dog bad become before the war a real eui generie, 
aud presented a very distinguishable type to that of his Yaukee brother 
or English consin. While no was rather beneath their average iu size, 
ho was fully their equal iu favor aud general appearance, and much 
their superior in nervous actiou and tenacity of life and spirit. When 
I say Southern dog I allude principally to the pointer, which c Mipared 
to the setter numerically is tar in the ascendancy, and much hetter 
adapted to our clime. This same luflueuce ca \ ho directly traced 
through every branch of the animal kiugdom, uud Is particularly 
noticeable iu the pets of our turf. The favorites and winners from the 
stables of the Wells, the Kenners. and mauy others of this State, were 
horse* of medium size, lithe and beautiful form, restive nature und 
wonderful action. 

The dogs that I have seen brought here from the North before 
the war, were rather large aud heavy looking spuclmena and 
showing more hair both on body aud tall, than ours, and wheu 
lakeu to the field, would trot over the ground and sniff the breeze with 
a very dignified air. aud look as if ouly an eye glass was needed to 
prompt them in saying with a mingled accent of Jonnthau au<l 
Bull “Why, really, you’re peert little fellows, aud ’ave the knack of 
being hoff iu a Jiffy," to our wiry Utile natives, who would go round aud 
over their ground searching every uook and corner with unerring noaes 
thrice or more before their honored guest could coine down to hia

Lost and Stakyino Dooa.—The Dog * Home Battersea, London, i* 
unite an institution. The following deacription of if we clip from 
hand and nafer: “We paid a visit to this now well known asylum for 
lost and starving dogs a few days since, aud were surprised to find such 
a large number of animal* wailing to be clamed by their owners 
About 400 were in the kenuuls. Number* of them bad only been In a 
few day*, while other* bad been Inside the walla of this asylum for 
weeks, and probably. If it depended on their former owners taking them 
out, would never see the outer world again. Muny of the inmates are 
of courae never claimed, aud are lint good-looking enough to find a 
purchaser, but be he never so disreputable in appearance, if he be a 
lout or starving dog he finds food and shelter 

at this Institution—:good food and warm shelter too 

on the other hand, many dogs of a vastly different typo from the afore 
i ‘ V en ?l M, ; ar y but eecuru resting-place here; and numerous 
tamable animals that have strayed or been lot are restored daily to 
their owners. More than 3.200 dogs, according to the last report of the 
committee of this institution, were either restored to tbclr owners, or 
sent to new homea in 1875. being nearly an average of nine n day. To 
give an idea of the variety of animals that fiud their wn here, we may 

mention that we saw on our visit one or more very fair specimens of re 

trie vers. col I lea. English setter*, sheepdog a, fox. black and tan. and bull* 
terriers and bull dogs; also an animal that looked much like a dingo, a 
pug and two fox-bounds, one of which is perhaps as good a looking 
houurt ns can bo found In most packs. Some of these bad only been in 
a day or two, and would most likely be sooo claimed, while other* had 
outstayed their probation, and were for sale at a very moderate price. 
It must be observed, however, that in consequence of the numerous 
inquiries made on tbs subject, the committee wish it 
to be understood that this I* not intended to be a per¬ 
manent home for old worn-out favorites, or for any description of dog 
whatever, nor a hospital for sick dogs, but simply a temporary refuge 
for those lost dogs ao constantly seen lu the streets. Any dog found 
and brought to the home, if applied for by the owner, will be given up 
to it* master upon payment of the expenses of its keep. lu con*e 
niieiice of the very great and iucreaaiug number of lost and starving 
nogs brought to the home, it is found necessary that any unclaimed 
diseased, and injured animals should, at different times, be disposed of. 
All persons, therefore, who have lost dog*, and wish to make Inquiry 
at the home, are particularly recommended to loee no time In doing so; 
and all person* who reuulre dog* are earnestly invited to pay a viait to 
tbu Institution, to see if. amongst the many waifs and strays of every 
breed always to be found there, they cannot meet with one to suit their 
taste* and worthy of adoption. It may be mentioned that it Is only 
necessary to be a subscriber of 5a yearly to become an annual governor 
of the Institution, which intend*, if possible, to further increase Its 
benefits.’

ROOK RIVER 3TOCK FARM. 

In our last issue the announcement was made of the de¬ 
termination of the proprietor of the Rock River Farm, to 
relinquish the business of breeding. Mr. Wheelock was one 
of the first to take a “new departure" in equine matters in 
his section, and his original selections for the nucleus of his 
establishment showed enterprise and a generous and intel¬ 
ligent appreciation of the trotting horse. 

Romulus stands conspicuously at the head of the stal¬ 
lions; he was purchased five years ago at a cost of $5,000, 
and was sired by Rysdyk's Hambletonian, dam Maggie 
Jones, by American Star, granddam by Mambrino Chief, 
both integral elements in Ihe breeding of many of our best 
trotters, of all the different familes. In color 

he is a blood bay with three white feet, 

stands 151 hands high, and was foaled in 1868. 
He is considered one of the finest and best | 
stock horses in that section, and his colls, now just j 
coming forward, will in time verify this assertion. They i 
inherit the resoluteness, the gameness, the hardihood, the 
clean, open gait, the strong, compact conformation, and } 
everlasting capacity for work of their family. 

The Rock River Farm is rich in Hambletonian blood, for j 
it has also Captain, a grandson of the old Hero of Chester, 
and his dam was a mare by Exton Eclipse. He is also a 
bay in color, with one white foot behind, and star in fore* 
head, and is fifteen and a half hands. He has an abund¬ 
ance of substauce, and his record of 2:28, and past perform¬ 
ances on the trotting turf cannot fail to make him a valuable 
acquisition to the breeding interests of any section. 

The Bashaw family is represented by Rock River, a bay 
horse foaled 1871, by Vick, (son of Green's Bashaw), dam 
Nelly Weeks, (record5:36), by a son of Bertrand. He is 16 
hands in height, very stylish, and showing equal to 
his breeding, which is of a high order, and it needs no 
horsemanship to forsee in him a very fast trotter. Among 
the noted mares which attracted our attention was Lizzie, 
chestnut, foaled 1868, out of Lady Washington, granddam 
Kate Crockett (the dam of Lula). She was trained when a 
five year old, and has shown a trial in 2:3*2. She has a colt 
by Romulus. Luella, a dun mare, foaled 1867, was 
got by a son of Hill’s Black Hawk, dam a pacing mare. 
Nancy Switzer, a chestnut mare by Sargent’s Bashaw, out of 
Yellow Bird (the dam of Bashaw, Jr.). She has a record of 
2.48. This mare shows the Morgan characteristics very 
strongly, and has a fine colt at her foot by Romulus. De¬ 
laney, a full sister of Bashaw, Jr.’s, 5 years old, is held in 
high esteem. She is very handsome, and has fine trotting 
action. Fanny Nickol, foaled 1870, by Black African, dam 
by American Star, can trot in 2:40. Susie Thorut*, foaled 
1871, sired by North Star Mambrino, out of old 
Madame Kirkwood (dam of Kirkwood). This mare is 
fast and her colt by Romulus, has the trotting instinct to 
perfection. Romania, black mare by Bashaw Drury, dam 
by Young Gifford Morgan, has a colt by Romulus. Lady 
Leflin, a very fine gaited bay mare by Hill s Black Hawk with 
a colt by Romulus. Kate Carman has a colt by Cap¬ 
tain. Her sire was Green's Bashaw, out of Madam Kirk¬ 
wood. Lucy, a fine broodmare, 7 years old, has a colt by 
Romulus; also Fly, by Hill’s Black Hawk, with a filly by 
Romulus. 

Among the promising youngsters which have been han¬ 
dled during the past season are the following colts and 
fillies: Flora, chestnut, foaled 1873, by Green's Basbaw, 
dam Madam Kirkwood (a full sister to Kirkwood); Gipsey, 
black, foaled 1872, bv Green’s Basbaw, dam by Star Davis; 
Dolly Vardun. bay filly, foaled 1872, by Sam Kirkwood, 
dam Luella; Black Wagner, foaled 1874, by Badger; dam 
Mary Blune by Long Island Black Hawk; Western, bay 
colt, foaled 1872, by Skinkle's Hambletonian, dam Madam 
Kirkwood (this coil showed a tendency to pace but is now 
trotting faBt); Abby, bay filly, foaled 1873, by Sam Kirk¬ 
wood, dam Nelly Weeks; Rodman, bay colt, 
foaled 1872, by Vick, dam Maggie Davis, by 
Star Davis; bay filly, foaled 1872, bv Captain, 
dam a Blucher mare, and a roan filly, foaled 1873, by 
Sam Kirkwood, dam by Flying Morgan. The development 
of the speed of the young aspirants to trotting fame has 
been conducted with a business view, and those who have 
attended the daily matinees speak in glowing terms of the 
qualities and promise of those engaged. 

Among the best of the yearlings by Romulus we noted: 
Recorder, chestnut, dam by Tuckahoc; Rhoda, chestnut, 
dam by Iowa (thoroughbred); Richard, chestnut, dam by 
Simpson’s Blackbird; Reflector, bay, dam by Flying Mor 
gan, and Radiator, dam Nelly Weeks. 

The developed trotter is also found here of a high stand¬ 
ard in quality. Here is Webber, a brown gelding, foaled in 
1868, by Como Chief. He is 16 hands high, and has a rec¬ 
ord of 2:28. He is a very handsome and highly finished 
horse, and the purchaser will possess an improving trotter. 
Sam Kirkwood, a bay gelding, 15J bands, foaled in 1868. 
by Kirkwood, dam by Star Davis. This horse convinced all 
good judges who witnessed his trotting this year that be was 
a remarkable trotter He can beat 2:80, and has retired to 
winter quarters without a record; Sam has a full 


brother two years his junior, which with but little handling 
can trot in 2:40. He has been used by Mr. Wheelock for 
his single driving. Prince, a bay gelding, foaled 1869, by 
Princeton, of fine size, and handsome, can also trot in 2:40 
An entire list of the horses of the establishment would be 
too long for this mention. The general reader may, how¬ 
ever, gather from the foregoing of what calibre the stock of 
the Rock River farm is made of, that is shortly to be of¬ 
fered at auction. 

Foot Ball. —For a long time racing and shooting were the 
only two gentlemanly and honorable sports indulged in by 
us, but gradually as the wealth of the country has been in¬ 
creasing, the old country pastimes have been taken hold of 
one by one and with each adoption the country has gained 
a fresh impulse In the direction of manly sport. 

Just one year ago the glorious winter re¬ 
creation of foot ball was almost unknown in 

this country, except to be indulged in occasionally 
in a rough and tumble style. Harvard University had a 
trained and skilled team, and the only foot ball club in the 
country outside of an educational establishment was the 
then newly started Chicago Foot Ball Club in this city. This 
latter was formed by a few energetic athletes, mainly, we 
believe, owing to articles on the manly sport that appeared 
in our editorial columns, and by its birth stimulated the 
formation of a club in the University at Evanston. But its 
effects did not end here; for on all the avenues in our city 
where a vacant lot sufficiently large enough for the snort in 
tuinature can be found, may’ be seen pangs of small boys 
hard at work kicking the rolling ball. These 
small boys are the future scientific foot ball 
players of the West. They have acquired a liking 
for the game that will not die out and by practicing it are 
gaining in health vigor and manliness. We wish them well. 

From our own locality let us turn East and note there the 
rapid advances in popularity of the game. In our 
present issue will be seen the report of two important 
games played during Thanksgiving week and the rush of 
matter has crowded out the account of two others that wore 
played. Four games in one week each attract¬ 
ing an average enthusiastic attendance of about 
one thousand spectators among whom were many 
ladies! Does not this speak well for the interesting 
nature of the game and the strong hold it has taken on the 
public. At present the colleges alone are playing the game 
scientifically but wc hope shortly to hear that New York 
has a club of its own among its business men, 
and that they are as ready to do battle^ with 
the West, as the West is willing to meet them. Such n 
meeting of the representative clubs of the two sections would 
| give a stimulus to this really noble pastime that would at 
, once make it euuniuently popular. Let the Chicago club 
| see to it and again endeavor to induce the players of the 
East to meet them “on the ball." 

Who Wmote Shakespeare!— The Baconian theory as to

And damn’d be blm that Drat cries, ’ Hold, enough.”

‘••Lay on. Macduff,' etc., from the Doctor le good and apt; only that 
Shakespeare wrote ‘Damn'd be be,’ not 'Damn'd be him.' '* 

Knowing we quoted correctly we were sure that our ,

Mr. D., himself, is 
devoted to his business, which is very large, extendiug over 
the entire length of the M. K. and T. R. R. 

Talking of this railroad 1 deem it well to give your read¬ 
ers some intelligible idea of its location and magnitude. 
Sedalia is the eastern terminus and Dennison, Texas, the 
southern.^ It is burlt through Southwestern Missouri, South¬ 
eastern Kansas, and the Indian Territory. The country 
traversed by it is described by all reliable visitors as being 
one of the garden spots of the civilized world. In the 
“Nation," of course the settlements are only those estab¬ 
lished by red men, but in Missouri and Kansas the settle- I 
ments through which this road passes speak for themselves.

covered with pine timber and rocks. On our trip liomc we 
saw tracks in the dust on the road near the foot of tbe hill 
of several very large bears. Wc tracked one over twelve 
miles to where he came to a Bpring for water at the edge of 
the prairie-, we often felt sure of overtaking him, but never 
saw him. I am informed they will Iravei thirty or forty 
miles in one night. 

We came across with six wagons and twenty men about 
half armed, so you see, we got used to tbe Iudiuu scares. 
Coming borne we killed one antelope, six grouse and one 
duck. 'As the road from old Fort Pierre on the Missouri river, 
and the country is baren and water scarce, with from ten to 30 
miles between streams, game will always be scarce. Deer, 
elk and bear is sold at 10 cents per pound, when beef is 
15 to 20 cents. The deer are very easily approached, they'll 
run a few steps and stop, giving you a chance to have two 
or three shots at them. 

The black tail deer especially,and the bear, meet a hunter 
when they see him coming, so u good shot, armed with a 
good breech-loading rifie is in clover when he gets where 
game is plenty, ana need not go over ten or twelve miles 
from the mining districts to find plenty, but must look out 
for the noble Red Man. But as they are prairie Indians, 
tncy never go far into the wilds, as their ponies can't travel 
fast there and they scarcely ever go a foot. 1 would advise 
all going to that country to lake 45 calibre r.ttes. Revolvers 
are not needed unless to tight a duel Iu the Spring l return 
to the New Eldorado, when you will often hear from

House in the evening, about fifty persons being present. 

After making heavy calls upon a 
most extensive aud elaborately prepared listol eatables, the 
company dropped into that story-telling vein which so 
naturally follows an cnjoyublc repast. 

As W. C. Dennis was the only hunter who reported any 
foxes, he was called upon to explain. "Weil," he Baid, 
rising to his feet, “I don’t mind telling how I got them. 1 
said 1 got them out of a hole, and I did, for I cut the hole 
in a box myself and pulled them out by means of a chain. 
I said they were wild foxes, and they were, for I tied them 
to a tree in the woods and drove them around it until they 
were wild enough to suit any reasonable man. Then "I 
stood off and shot away at them. I was a good ways off— 
say six feet—and had to shoot a good many times, but I 
brought them down at Iasi. Now, they say 1 didn’t get 
them fair. I did, for I paid a farmer's wife $5 for them." 
And be sat down amid a roar of laughter. 

J. Mason Reynolds next rose to explain. He said he got 
up very early in the morning aud hunted up a man ami 
three dogs to help him bunt. They went out to a swamp 
and he got into the second crotch of a tree and waited for 
the dogs to bring the rabbits out. The first rabbit be shot 
was a dog. He calculated the distance and emptied both 
barrels, but the dog was too lazy to get where he aimed in 
lime to get tbe charge, and so didn't get burl. 

John Long ucxl pleaded guilty to shooting bis dog's tail 
off by mistake, and then the conversation became general. 
The stories of such hair-breadth escapes as the above lasted 
until quite late, and then the party broke up. L. C. D.

day's shooting 256ducks, six snow geese, 40 snipes, 10 prai¬ 
rie chickens, 130 quails, and 15 little hares. 

The ducks are nearly all mallards and sprigtaiis. with a 
sprinkling of spoonbills and green-winged teal. The first 
day it happened that nearly all the ducks which came over 
the blind, used by Mr. Willard, were spoonbills, or as the 
natives here call them, “ shovel-billed teal," and as these 
ducks arc not his favorite bird, he, (unanimous consent be¬ 
ing obtained), named our island “Spoon-Bill Point.” Near 
us were two more tents, one owned by Mr. Milton Patrick 
and occupied by himself and bis three brothers, they hav¬ 
ing been camped on this island two and a half months, 
shooting some thousands of geese, ducks and quails. The 
other tent was occupied by two Frenchmen from Iroquois 
County, Ill., named Rocque and Germaine. The quaint ex¬ 
pressions of "Hunter Rocque" of “Him goose don’t come." 
and "1 throwed doom three brant to-day," in broken English, 
caused much merriment. We beheld for two days the 
southern migration of hundreds of thousands of mallards 
and sprig-tails, the latter being in immense numbers. Tbe 
evening before it froze up wc also saw the cool, or rice lien, 
here called “Guinn duck,” in great numbers, start on their 
winter trip South. Several snowy owls were seen, and in 
lire thickets numbers of the pine grosbeak were observer., 
their appearance betokening a sharp, severe winter. Every 
night the little islands near us would resound with the yells 
and barks of numerous wolves, who Were running enough 
to avoid the snares and pitfalls, plentifully laid by the adja¬ 
cent farmers and herdsmen, who suffered nightly by the 
depredations of these wolves among their chicken coops 
and duck pens. Very much of our pleasure was owing to 
the politeness of the Mesars. Patrick, whose large hearted 
hospitality and numerous attentions, combined with their 
perfect knowledge of woodcraft, added greatly to the com¬ 
fort of the whole party. These gentlemen used twelve 
bore, seven and a half pouud breech-loaders, with three 
and a half drachms powder, and one ounce shot, killing their 
birds neatly and at all distances, the lightness of their guns 
with the small quantity of ammunition used, forming a great 
contrast to the five drachms, one and a fourth ounce loads 
used by our party iu their ten pouud, ten bore English 
breech-loaders. 

One of our number became so charmed with the quality 
of shooting on the quail range near us, that he remained to 
enjoy the sport a couple of weeks longer. 

Upon our return, via Kankakee Short Line, branch Illinois 
Central Railroad, although we gave the baggage man $3 
for care of our game and dogs, wc had the misfortune to 
lose, while in hie charge, 6 mallards, 3 prairie chickens and 
20 quails, the birds having been carefully counted immedi¬ 
ately before shipment, and again upon their arrival. Very 
truly yours, Brant. 


Kkoruk, Iowa, Nov, 25, 1876. 

Editor Chicago Fikld: —After an absence of seveu 
months in the Black Hills I have the pleasure of again read¬ 
ing your valuable paper. 

We left Fort Pierre on the Missouri River, on April 25th, 
and reached the Hills in seven (7) days; fouud very little 
game on the road; some grouse, jack rabbits uu i antelope, 
and occasionally a deer where there was any timber. Wc 
kept near our teams as otherwise we would have been 
almost certain to have been taken in by Indians and dealt 
with according to their rules, Our party consisted of 26 
wagons and 150 men, all armed, mostly with brcech-loadiug 
rifles. So we did not fear old Sitting Bull nor his men. lit 
the Hills where miners were not numerous we found game, 
such as deer (black and white tail), hears, mountain sheep 
and elks, plenty—the latter rather scarce. In some pans 
of the Hills mountain sheep arc very plenty; they would 
often come to the top of the mountains and look down on 
the miners with contempt, no doubt, thinking their 
rights were intruded upon; while one of the miners 
would draw their attention with a flag another would go 
around and crawl up the mountain ana take them in the 
rear without regard to season. Game of all kinds was 
killed through tlte;Summer season, as hungry miners never 
have the fear of game laws before their eyes. Wc never 
hunted much, not thul we feared the game law but were 
afraid of Sitting Bull's men We ventured out on the 2nd 
of June when snow was on the ground and it looked like a 
good day for deer, and wounded an old buck, when wc came 
across an Indian track, which wc followed to the 
top of the hill, to he sure wc were out of sight, when we 
slipped into the thick brush and stole away towards our 
shack. Pot hunters arc plenty there and kill a large num¬ 
ber of deer, elks and bears at this season of the year. The 
bears arc chiefly cinnamon bears, some of which arc very 
large and are not cowards as I was informed by hunters 
A hunter above Dcndwood, in the mountain, wounded one 
and it run him down nearly into town, when his companion 
saw it after him ami killed it ul the first shot, When asked 
why he run from it he said hi? wanted to 
get it as near town as possible so he would 
not have to pack it far. There are but few fowls there; no 
uuail nor wild turkeys, but some sage hens and grouse, and a 
few prairie chicken* on tbe plain** near the dream*. In 
fact there U nothing for them to livej.on, a* the field* are all 


Trap Shooting and National Sportsmen's Association.

Mr. Isigan has, however, in his usual 
thorough manner, left little that need he said on the matter; 
and 1 am confident that the support of such an advocate in 
the cause will be productive of much good, especially in 
view of the fact that the last convention of the X 8. A , ac¬ 
complished so little toward the true objects of its 
organization, front the cause referred to. Mr. Greene 
8mitb, I have no doubt, is a thorough gentleman and sports¬ 
man, hut he is a most ardent devotee of pigeon shooting, and 
his zeal, I think, makes him somewhat fanatical on litis sub- 

i rct. Were he less zealous in the practice of trap shooting, 
Ir.

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Grouse Shooting in Ford County, Ills. 

Ford Co., III., Not. *7, 1876. 

Editor Chicago Fiebd;—F ord couniy, III., the old time 
banner chicken couniy of the State, while in a measure de¬ 
pleted of her vust covies of grouse and quail, which six and 
eight years ago swarmed in countless nambers over the prai¬ 
rie may yet lay claim to precedence as a shootlug country, 
and holds in store rare inducements which ure freely offered 
to visiting sportsmen, who in their season are pleased to 
tramp meadow and stubble tor grouse or quail, or what to 
me is better sport, the lowlands and borders of swamps and 
ditches for snipe. Visiting friends here after a long ab¬ 
sence 1 was agreeably surprised to find that game was still 
abundant, and in spite of rapid settlements and the conse¬ 
quent breaking up and cultivation of the land, prairie 
chickens were by uo means exterminated. The tirst three 
or four weeks of the seuson is the best time to make large 
bags and work your ‘ blue blood" or "native" to advantage; 
then they are young and weak, frequent the open ground 
morning and evening, and lay well for dogs. 

Later in the season, say after the middle of Sept., they 
arc full grown, strong und wild, and leaving theirold haunts 
in stubble and meadow become wary of man or dog, and 
the sportsman has harder work before him. He must take 
to the large cornfields, and in working up his game imagine 
it is the wildest of woodcocks he is after. No hesitation 
now, no time to take a pinch of snuff, for the gntnest of 
game birds is before him, and no laggard on the wing; and 
unless be rightly glances over the barrels of a good gun, 

f enerously charged with strong powder, and all the No. 5 or 
shot she will stand, the bird is safe. 

If I had ever imagined I could kill nine tenths of the 
birds that rose in guu shot, the conceit has been thoroughly 
rubbed out of me dui ing the past few weeks. I am now 
content with two-thirds or thereabouts, and realize far more 
satisfaction in bringing to bag one, or if fortune smiles, n 
brace now than I ever did during tin- early season. 

Quails are quite numerous, und frequent the hedges and 
roadside. They are not hunted so much as grouse, being 
harder to hit. I had some fine sport with them, bagging one 
day (the best) 32. 

Ducks are on their flight southward and afford the hoys

steering apparatus, much to the discomfiture of the boy. A 
party of four—your correspondent being one—returned 
from a week's camp hunt in Morgan county, where we had 
a very pleasant and successful trip, bringing to bag 
flay* f*<- quails, 4 chickens, 1 goose, 1 bittern, uni 
200 rabbits, the latter killed to accommodate the 
who are very seriously annoyed by them, the whole country 
being literally overrun with the pests. The first snow that 
comes there will be such a slaughter of the innocents as has 
not been seen for some time. We have a pack of 10 Eng¬ 
lish harriers, and intend to turn out every man capnble of 
bearing arms. So, look out for fun. The Slate Association 
will meet here in January, and I hear rumors of many pro¬ 
posed amendments to the game law.

Guthrie Notes.— Guthrie, 111., Dec. 1, 1876.— Editor 
Chicago Field: —The ducks are coming now thick and fast, 
and your correspondent is going to take a few in. We took 
a little deer hunt lust Saturday but didn’t get any deer; 
there are a very few deer on the Sullivant farm near here, 
but we can not find them until it snows. Quails are quite 
scarce in this vicinity, just now; they seem to have left. 
Prairie chickens are very plenty and wild. The boys that 
use No. 12 guns and shoot three to five drachms of powder, 
don't get any chickens in this part of the vineyard; they 
need a No. 10 gun, ten to twelve pounds, and six drachms 
of good powder to reach them. We find our birds now in 
the corn fields, (where the corn is free from weeds is best), 
as shock corn is very good, und from 10 o'clock A. M. to 4 
P. M., they lie in pretty well if the sun shines bright; 
cloudy days they are very wild The Gibson quail eating 
match for a wager, that 1 mentioned in my last communica¬ 
tion, was successful; they ate 30 quails in 30 days and look 
in the stamps. Both gentlemen ate the thirty each, and 
they say they can repeat the same dose again. 

There are some parties netting quails near here for a trap 
shoot; is it not contrary to law in this Stale, even in the open 
season? 

There are a great many minks being caught here this 
winter, but the fur is very poor, owing. I suppose, to the 
mild weather. 

Mr. George F. Card's bitch, Gypsy, visited Mr. N. K. 
Fairbanks Irish setter dog Duke, on the 20th. The bitch is 
a very promising breeder, and will, no doubt, produce some 
extra fine pups. The lust litter she reared, flve in number, 
were all good; three of them would retrieve game when 
four months old, and are very promising pups.

The news 
of this invasion rapidly spread, and a number of Chasseurs 
with guns and pitchforks instantly collected and made a 
dash at the porkers. Frightened by the sudden onslaught, 
the herd, rushing hither and thither, soon became scattered 
in various quarters. Out of the lot half-a-dozen young 
boars were shot and otherwise despatched, having, in their 
attempts to escape, entrapped themselves in the alleys and 
courtyards, and in one instance in a stable. 


Supposed Grouse-Partridge Hybrid.— A Northern cor- 
resdondent, General Shaw, writes us from Banffshire, an¬ 
nouncing that he had shot this season five specimens of 
hybrids between grouse and partridges. These five birds, 
he says, were shot from two coveys, the rest of the members 
of which were pure partridges. Two of the specimens 
which our correspondent seems to have no doubt are pro 
dueed by the above cross, are cocks, and three hens. In 
support of his argument against their merely being "freaks 
of nature,” he states that the representatives of the sexes 
arc respectively precisely similar. He stales that he has 
occasionally seen coveys of partridges lighter and duller in 
colour than is usual. This he attributes to breeding in-and- 
in, but observes that the reverse is the case with the speci¬ 
mens in question, their plumage being darker and richer, 
the male bird’s nearly as dark as the cock grouse both over 
and under. Where the pure partridge is cinereous, these 
birds, he adds, are rufous— Land and Water.

However, It Is not only n good shooter, blit a safe shooter. There 
Is no chalice of a " shoot back." as lias happened wl'h the Remington 
rifle, for the breech is closed by a Ann block, which tits tightly in the 
stock when closed, and can not he driven back without driving back 
the stock, and consequently (he shooter, which, we need not add, Is 
Impossible. 

Messrs. Scboverliug and Daly, the manufacturer*, deserve credit for 
the care and forethought with which they have gotten up this rifle, for 
tiot only Is It a safe weapon, but the Coinfort of the shooter is con 
suited by the fact that the cartridge is but slightly bottle nosed; aud ns 
the more bottle-nosed the cartridge tbe greater the recoil, marksmen 
will And they cau shoot easier through a long day with this, than with 
other rifle*. But they are not satisfied with its perfections, and aim to 
do away with the bottle-nosed cartridge altogether, and are experiment¬ 
ing with that end in view. 

Lastly, and by no meaus leastly. It is u far cheaper weapon at the 
price even, than Its rivals. A marksman who feels hard times cau get 
oue. as good ms the best finished, for $<», aud the most highly finished 
only cost $100. 

Taking all thiugs la to consideration, we do not see why this weapon 
should not speedily become a* great a favorite ou the range a* it 
already Is on tne plains aud among the mountain* of the West. 

Rifle Makers and the Gun Licence. -Messrs. Rigby, the well- 
known Irish rifle manufacturer*, whose Arm iu Mr. William Rigby pos¬ 
sesses one of the best rifle shots in the world, were prosecuted on Mou- 
day last at the Wicklow sessions, by the Excise Authorities, for carry¬ 
ing arms without a licence, ou the occasion of the match of the Irish 
Rule Association at Wicklow, which occurred ns long ago a* .June last. 
According to a Times correspondent, who reports the euse to our con¬ 
temporary, Mr. John Rigby, who represented the firm, iu defence, coo 
tended that he was present at the match in order to try experiments 
with a new invention, aud that a range wu* specially set apart for the 
purpose. He had done so at dilTereut places for six year* without 
being prosecuted 11c had gone to Wimbledon.to The Currsgh. and else¬ 
where for the same purpose u* that for which he had gone to Wicklow— 
namely, to try whether a particular experiment wbicn he had made was 
an improvement. Oue of the magistrates stated that If it could he 
shown that Mr. Rigby attended at Wicklow only in discharge of bis 
business the case would he decided iu his favor, but that as he did not 
deny, however, that he took prizes it Wicklow, the Bench held that 
they were bound to inflict a fine of £2 ids. and costs. Notice of appeal 
was given.— Liind ami Water.

Th»t bua-ball “paler premature", the Chicago Tribune. a real 
natural phenomenon. Its memory is noue of the best for when it teal* 
an idea St forg'd* that it stole it, and adopt* the fouudliug, loudly 
claiming paternity. But to this claim the object of it* desire* gives the 
lie. "Of thorus men do not gather figs." aud thoroughbred coll* are 
not begotten by cart-horse*. The Tribune MW the force of oil advoca¬ 
tion of professional umpire* and adopted the idea; hut. like a true fos¬ 
ter parent, it forsook it when the face of those base ball Demi god* the 
" 'managers,' to whom the Idea was submitted.'' was turned againtd tt. 

The base-ball reporter of the Tribune, in hi* capacity of official scorer, 
humbles himself to nous aufres "the manager*;" hut we do not care a 
jack straw for them, aud hold steadily on to such ideas as we deem 
necessary to bring base ball into best repute with the public. We were 
first to advocate professional umpires and they yet will be; we first in¬ 
troduced the analysis of the pitching and it is already adopted partially 
and will be altogether; we have also advocated lateral liberty to the 
batsman. We advance our idea* uot for the benefit of managers, hut 
for the improvement of the game. 

Some small dogs hark loudly. The Sunday Dispatch^ of Providence, 
R. I . is a small dog. iu th.-wnv of base ball, at least. It leminds us 
strongly of Landseer's celebrated picture of "Dignity and Impudence*’— 
without the '•Dignity." in its base hall column of Nov. 2»>ih, it says: 
‘ While we do not wish to Appear egotistic, we still feel modestly proud 
that the Dispatch had the honor of being the first paper in the country 
to advocate the adoption of a lively ball next season. When we fir’s 
started the idea (some two mouths ago) our opiuion was received with 
a perfect bowl of derision from all our sporting exchanges,'' etc. 

If the Sunday Mspatch had been u constant reader of the Cuicaoo 
Field for eighteen months, it would have seen that we have been the 
steady advocate of a lively hall notwithstanding the "perfect howl,*' 
etc. Let the Dispatch consult our issue* of 1875. 

The Clipper has a vory able amt exhaustive article on pitchers aud 
pitching In its issue of Dec. 2d.

Fight Between 

u Trout

Having read iu your July number Mr. Huckltiiid's accoun^of a fight 
between a scorpion and a mouse, i am induced to give you an account 
of a remarkable conflict between a large water snake and a trout, wit¬ 
nessed by myself and me of tuy brother officers iu the survey in 1867, 
on the Purlssima. a small trout stream which elliptic* into the.ocean 
about twenty-four miles south of Sail Francisco. We bail been fishing 
on the stream, and came to n high hank which overlooked a transpa¬ 
rent pool of water about ten feet in diameter uud four feet in depth. 
This pool was fringed with willows, and had ou one ride a smalt 
gravel hunk. The trout at first sight wa* lying iu midwater, hea ling 
up-stream. It was, as afterward ascertained, fully uiu>< Inches in 
length, a very desirable prize for an angler. While studying how to 
cast our flies to secure him. a novel fisherman appeared, and so quick 
were his action* that we suspended our own to witness them. This 
new enemy of the trout wa* a larye water-snake of the common 
variety, striped black and yellow, lie swutn up the pool on fha surface 
until over the trout, when he made a dive, and by a dexterous move¬ 
ment seized the trout in such a fashion that the jaws of the snake 
closed its mouth. The fight tbeu commenced. The trout had the Use 
of it* tail and fins, and could drag the snake from the surface: when 
near the bottom, however, the snnke made use of its tall by winding it 
around every stone or root that tt could reach. After securing this 
tail hold it could drag the trout toward the hunk. hut. on letting go. 
the trout would have a new advantage. This battle was continued Tor 
full twenty minutes, when tbe snake managed to get its tail out of the 
water and elapsed around the root of one or tbe willows uicutioued a* 
overhanging the pool. The battle was then up. for the snake gradually 
put coil after coif around the root, with each one dragging the fl*h to¬ 
ward the laud. When half ita body wn* coiled it unloosed the Drat hold 
and stretched the end of ita inti out || «vm direction, aud. finding 
another fool, made fast, and now using both dragged the trout out on 
the gravel-bank. It now had II under control, and, uncoiling, the 
snake dragged the fish ful hr ten ftjet up ou the hauk. and I suppose 
would have gorged him. We killed the snake, and replaced the trout 
In the water, as we thought that he deserved liberty, lie was nop* 
really unhurt, and ill a few momenta darted off. That the water-snake 
of oar California brook* will prey upon the young of trout and alto 
smaller and leas active flsbea. I nave noticed, but never have acen an 
attack on a Ash so large or one more hotl) contested. - [A. W. Cuaaa, 
Aa‘t U. 8.
